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Report: Senior flu shot protection lacking

Current vaccine more effective on younger people 


ATLANTA - For those 65 
and older, this season’s 
flu shot is only 9 percent 
effective against the most 
common and dangerous 
flu bug, according to a 
startling new government 
report. 

Flu vaccine tends to 


protect younger people 
better than older ones 
and never works as well 
as other kinds of vac¬ 
cines. But experts say the 
preliminary results for 
seniors are disappointing 
and highlight the need for 
abetter vaccine. 


For all age groups, the 
vaccine’s effectiveness is 
moderate at 56 percent, 
which is nearly as well as 
other flu seasons, the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention said Thursday. 

For those 65 and older, 
it is 27 percent effective 


against the three strains 
in the vaccine, the low¬ 
est in about a decade but 
not far below from what’s 
expected. But the vaccine 
did a particularly poor job 
of protecting older people 
against the harshest flu 
strain, which is causing 


most of the illnesses this 
year. CDC officials say it’s 
not clear why. 

Vaccinations are now 
recommended for anyone 
over 6 months, and health 
officials stress that some 
vaccine protection is bet¬ 
ter than none at all. While 


it’s likely that older people 
who were vaccinated are 
still getting sick, many of 
them may be getting less 
severe symptoms. 

“Year in and year out, 
the vaccine is the best 
protection we have,” said 
CDC flu expert Dr. Joseph 
Bresee.

■ Icy mix turning 
to rain this morning

A wintry mix of freezing rain 
and sleet created slick conditions 
Thursday, particularly on bridges 
and overpasses. 

The icy mix was expected to 
change to rain by midnight as tem¬ 
peratures climb above freezing at 
about 11 p.m. Thursday, said Robin 
Smith, meteorologist with the Na¬ 
tional Weather Service in Paducah. 
The rain should end between 4 and 
5 a.m. today. 

With the rising temperatures, 
most of the slick spots that created 
hazards for motorists Thursday 
afternoon and evening were pre¬ 
dicted to be melted away overnight, 
he said. 

A collision on the northbound 
U.S. 41 Twin Bridge that halted traf¬ 
fic Thursday afternoon was attrib¬ 
uted to ice on the roadways. At one 
point motorists were backed up at 
least as far as the U.S. 60 cloverleaf. 

The accident occurred around 
1:30 p.m. when a pickup traveling 
on the northbound bridge struck a 
patch of ice and slid into the path 
of a semi, authorities said. No one 
was injured in the wreck, which 
was worked by Commercial Ve¬ 
hicle Enforcement Branch of the 
Kentucky State Police 

Initially, the northbound and 
southbound lanes were closed un¬ 
til a wrecker could get to the scene.

At roughly 2:20 p.m., law enforce¬ 
ment were preparing to reopen 
southbound lanes, although at 3 
p.m. northbound traffic was still 
backed up several miles. 

Traffic was moving at 10-15 miles 
per hour on the twin bridges just 
after rush hour, said Keith Todd, 
public information officer with 
Kentucky Transportation Cabinet 
District 2. 

Elsewhere in Henderson County, 
there were several slide-offs, but 
nothing serious, said Henderson 
County Sheriff Ed Brady. 

In the city, Henderson Police 
Department spokeswoman Jenni¬ 
fer Richmond said that between 2 
and 7:30 p.m. Thursday, there were 
five accidents. None of them were 
major, she said, and there appeared 
to be no injuries. 

A transformer at the intersection 
of Green and Clay Streets blew at 


about 6:30 p.m. Thursday, causing 
a power outage in a three-block area 
west of that intersection. 

Henderson Municipal Power and 
Light have sent out lineman to fix the 
problem, according to Jason Nunn, a 
company call center operator. What 
caused the transformer to blow, if it 
was weather related and how many 
houses were without power was not 
known as of 7 p.m. Thursday. 

Crews were out Thursday treat¬ 
ing the roads. County Road crews 
had plenty of salt ready, said Super¬ 
intendent Kerry Dame. 

Henderson City Street Depart¬ 
ment pretreated roads on Wednes¬ 
day, though some of it likely got 
washed away by the rain, said City 
Street Superintendent J.R. Stanley. 
The city had sent three salt trucks 
to treat intersections, hills and 
emergency routes Thursday eve¬ 
ning, he said.

Al-Qaida tipsheet on avoiding 
drones found in Mali building

TIMBUKTU, Mali - One of 
the last things the bearded 
fighters did before leaving 
this city was to drive to the 
market where traders lay 
their carpets out in the 
sand. 

The al-Qaida extrem¬ 
ists bypassed the bright¬ 
ly-colored, high-end syn¬ 
thetic floor coverings and 
stopped their pickup truck 


in front of a man selling 
more modest mats woven 
from desert grass, priced 
at $1.40 apiece. 

There they bought two 
bales of 25 mats each and 
asked the seller to bun¬ 
dle them on top of the 
car, along with a stack of 
sticks. 

“It’s the first time some¬ 
one has bought such a 
large amount,” said the 
mat seller, Leitny Cisse 
al-Djoumat. “They didn’t 


explain why they wanted 
so many.” 

Military officials can 
tell why: The fighters are 
stretching the mats across 
the tops of their cars on 
poles to form natural car¬ 
ports, so that drones cannot 
detect them from the air. 

The instruction to 
camouflage cars is one 
of 22 tips on how to 
avoid drones, listed on a

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■ Sisters found in wooded area after crash

PORTLAND,Ore. -As their mother lay 
dead in the middle of the night, a 
4-year-old Oregon girl dragged her 
seriously injured younger sister from 
a crashed car and the two huddled 
under a blanket — and waited. 

With the mangled car stuck deep 
in the woods, and no skid marks 
on the highway, the crash site was 
nearly impossible to detect. 

In fact, authorities estimate the 
sisters were alone in the frigid woods 
for several hours as many motorists 
passed it by Wednesday morning. 

The girls didn’t get help until two 
commercial fishermen spotted what 
appeared from a distance to be a bas¬ 
ketball-sized gash in an alder tree 
along State Highway 401 between 
Astoria, Ore., and Naselle, Wash. 
Kraai McClure and Scott Beutler 
travel the two-lane road frequently, 
and had a gut feeling something was 
wrong. 

The men slowed down, discussed 
the situation and decided to turn 
around and go take a look. McClure 
said he called 911 to see if there had 


been any reports of a wreck during 
the night. There weren’t. 

Beutler, who was a first responder 
when he lived in Mississippi, went 
into the brush and signaled McClure 
to alert authorities. 

“I don’t know exactly what told 
us to turn around, but I’m just re¬ 
ally thankful we did,” McClure said 
Thursday. 

They spotted the wrecked car 
a few hundred feet from the road. 
Nearby were the two young girls, 
scared and confused. “They could 
say their names but were totally in 
shock,” McClure said. 

The Washington State Patrol said 
the girls’ mother, 26-year-old Jes¬ 
sica Rath of Astoria, probably was 
asleep when she veered off the road 
and struck the tree shortly after mid¬ 
night. She died at the scene. 

The 2-year-old, who had serious 
leg injuries, was flown to a Portland 
hospital. The 4-year-old was treated 
at an Astoria hospital and released. 

An Oregon Health & Science Uni¬ 
versity spokeswoman confirmed 
that the younger sister, Lylah Huff, 
was at Doernbecher Children’s Hos¬ 
pital. The girls’ father, Keaton Huff, 


declined interview requests Thurs¬ 
day and asked the hospital not to re¬ 
lease his daughter’s condition. 

Trooper Russ Winger said in¬ 
vestigators believe the 4-year-old 
pulled her sister from the vehicle 
and helped her to a spot about 20 feet 
away, where the fishermen found 
them. Winger said keeping warm 
with the blanket was vital with tem¬ 
peratures in the low 40s. 

“Hypothermia sets in very quickly 
with something like that,” Winger 
said. “They could have very well not 
been found and died of exposure.” 

Winger described the fishermen 
as heroes for acting on their hunch. 
McClure, however, gave the credit 
to Aryanna. 

“She saved her sister,” he said. 
“She was sharp enough. I don’t know 
how she did it or anything else, but 
something was watching over those 
little girls. 

Winger said investigators have 
yet to determine how fast Rath was 
driving, or whether there were any 
other factors in the crash. The crime 
blotter in the Jan. 26 edition of The 
Longview Daily News indicates Rath 
was sentenced to 10 days in jail for 
heroin possession and third-degree 
theft. 


Dropout bill, coal scholarships 
advance in Kentucky House

FRANKFORT - The Ken¬ 
tucky House on Thurs¬ 
day has passed a bill that 
would make college stu¬ 
dents from the coalfields 
eligible for special schol¬ 
arships. 

The Thursday vote was 
unanimous. The bill will 
now proceed to the Senate 
for consideration. 

Democratic state Rep. 
Leslie Combs of Pikev- 
ille, the bill’s sponsor, said 
the scholarships of up to 
$6,600 a year would be 
available only to college 
juniors and seniors in 34 
counties. 

The initiative is a com¬ 
promise that came from a 
failed push last year to cre¬ 
ate a four-year public uni¬ 
versity in the Appalachian 
coalfields. 

Lawmakers saw that 
proposal, intended to 
boost the number of col¬ 
lege graduates in the coal¬ 
fields, as too expensive 
considering Kentucky’s 


tight state budget. 

The money for the 
scholarships will come 
from a tax on mined coal. 

In other state legislative 
action Thursday: 

The House has passed a 
bill that would require po¬ 
lice to take DNA samples 
from people they arrest on 
felony charges. 

The vote was 68 to 27 
Thursday. The bill will 
proceed to the Senate for 
consideration. 

If the measure becomes 
law, Kentucky would join 
the federal government 
and 25 states that take 
DNA samples from felony 
arrestees. The U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court this year will 
consider the constitution¬ 
ality of the testing based 
on a Maryland case. 

Louisville Democrat 
Mary Lou Marzian, who 
sponsored the bill, has said 
federal grants would help 
cover startup costs of $1.3 
million to $1.6 million. 

She did not offer a figure 
for ongoing costs. Defense 


lawyers and other groups 
have said the bill would 
threaten a defendant’s 
rights. 

The Senate has passed 
its own version of legisla¬ 
tion that would require 
students to stay in school 
until they’re 18, up from 
the current dropout age 
of 16. 

The vote was 36-2 
Thursday, a week after 
the House unanimously 
passed a similar proposal. 
Each chamber will consid¬ 
er the other’s legislation. 

Both bills would give 
local school districts the 
power to raise the compul¬ 
sory school age to 18. 

Proponents of both bills 
have said a high school di¬ 
ploma greatly increases 
a person’s quality of life. 
Critics have said the re¬ 
quirement would be un¬ 
funded and counterpro¬ 
ductive. 

They said it could dis¬ 
rupt classes by forcing 
students who want to drop 
out to stay in school. 


Lawsuits filed, but advantage 
appears in Carnival’s favor 


■ Fine print 
on tickets 
may protect 
cruise line

I - Lawsuits are al¬ 
ready filed in this month’s 
disastrous Triumph cruise 
ship voyage, but the legal 
deck is stacked in parent 
company Carnival’s favor, 
mainly because of the re¬ 
strictive terms of vacation¬ 
ers’ tickets, governing who 
can sue and where. 

Cases involving the 
Triumph — which was 
disabled Feb. 10 by an 
engine fire that stranded 
thousands of passengers 
onboard for days in the 
Gulf of Mexico — and 
other Carnival Cruise 
Lines ships must be filed 
in South Florida federal 
courts, near the company’s 
Miami headquarters. The 
ship left from Galveston, 
Texas, for Mexico and 
eventually was towed to 
port in Mobile, Ala., af¬ 
ter the fire. Passengers 
traveled from around the 
country for the trip. 

Maritime law experts 
said Thursday that pas¬ 
sengers could win despite

the limitations if they can 
show that the cruise line 
was negligent in letting 
the ship sail despite past 
engine problems and that 
their mental suffering was 
so severe they had to seek 
medical or psychological 
care. 

“I think there is a good 
case of liability against 
Carnival. The issue really 
comes down to the dam¬ 
ages,” said Robert Peltz, 
a maritime lawyer not 
involved in any Triumph- 
related cases. 

Still, other attorneys 
cautioned it won’t be easy 
because of the way Carni¬ 
val and others craft their 
cruise tickets — which 
are considered legally 
binding contracts often 
running several pages of 
fine print. 

“If the ship breaks 
down, consumers are de¬ 
pendent on the goodwill 
of the cruise lines, which 
drafted iron-tight terms 
and conditions which 
protect them from virtu¬ 
ally all bad experiences,” 
said Jim Walker, a Miami 
maritime attorney and au¬ 
thor of a blog called www. 
cruiselaw.com. 

Three passenger 
lawsuits were filed as 
of Thursday, one seek¬ 
ing class-action status 
for more than 3,000 


passengers aboard the Tri¬ 
umph when the engine fire 
cut off all power and left 
them at sea for five days. 

The Carnival tickets 
for the Triumph cruise 
include a clause stating 
that class-action lawsuits 
cannot be filed against the 
company. 

But the Crusans’ law¬ 
suit argues that the clause 
should be ignored because 
Carnival was negligent in 
letting the ship sail despite 
incidents in January that 
affected Triumph’s en¬ 
gines and propulsion.

Noted letter 
on display 
at Alamo

SAN ANTONIO -A written 
plea for help in which the 
commander of the be¬ 
sieged rebel Texas forces 
at the Alamo vowed “Vic¬ 
tory or Death” will return 
Friday to the old Spanish 
mission for the first time 
since it was penned in 1836. 

William Barret Travis’ 
famous letter to “the Peo¬ 
ple of Texas and All Amer¬ 
icans in the World,” will 
get a police escort from the 
state archive in Austin to 
the Alamo, which is now in 
the heart of downtown San 
Antonio. The weathered, 
single-page letter will go 
on display for two weeks, 
starting this weekend, and 
will be kept in a special 
display cabinet and given 
round-the-clock guards. 

The exhibit coincides 
with the 177th anniversa¬ 
ry of the siege, which cul¬ 
minated with the March 
6,1836, fall of the Alamo 
and the deaths of Travis 
and the roughly 180 men 
in his command. 

“I call on you in the 
name of Liberty, of patrio¬ 
tism & everything dear to 
the American character, 
to come to our aid, with all 
dispatch”, Travis wrote in 
the letter dated that Feb. 24. 

Travis, a 26-year-old 
South Carolina native and 
lawyer who left his fam¬ 
ily in Alabama for Texas, 
wrote that the forces under 
Mexico’s president, Gen. 
Antonio Lopez de Santa 
Anna, were subjecting 
him and his men to “con¬ 
tinual” cannon fire. Know¬ 
ing the odds were against 
them, Travis wrote that he 
responded to a surrender 
demand with a single can¬ 
non shot of his own and the 
promise that, “I shall never 
surrender or retreat.”

Session half over; no pension deal in sight 


FRANKFORT - Kentucky lawmakers have 
passed the halfway point in the current 
legislative session without a deal in sight 
to shore up the financially troubled pension 
system for government retirees. 

They have only 14 working days remaining 
before adjourning for the year. However, 
Gov. Steve Beshear has said he may call 
lawmakers back into special session if they 
adjourn without taking action to bolster 


the pension system, which has a $33 billion 
unfunded liability. 

The Senate passed a measure earlier this 
month that requires the state to fully fund 
the pension system but that did not specify 
where the money would come from. 

The House is considering a variety of options 
to pay the state’s contribution, including 
raising the cigarette to $1 a pack to 
generate about $100 million a year.

FRANKFORT - Kentucky 
soldiers deployed over¬ 
seas won’t be able to send 
election ballots back to the 
state via email, fax ma¬ 
chine or any other form of 
electronic transmissions, 
at least for now, under 
legislation that has been 
revamped by Senate Re¬ 
publicans. 

The Senate Committee 
on Veterans, Military Af¬ 
fairs and Public Protection 
removed that provision 
from a bill on Thursday 
before sending it to the full 
Senate for consideration. 

Senate President Rob¬ 
ert Stivers, the Man¬ 
chester Republican who 
sponsored the measure, 


proposed the amendment 
striking electronic trans¬ 
mission of ballots in an ef¬ 
fort to protect the integrity 
of elections and the ano¬ 
nymity of voters. He said 
he did so after concerns 
were raised about the po¬ 
tential for hackers gaining 
access to the ballots. 

Twenty-four other 
states allow military per¬ 
sonnel to return ballots by 
some form of electronic 
transmission. Kentucky al¬ 
lows ballots to return only 
by mail, and that would 
continue under Stivers’ 
measure. 

The Kentucky legisla¬ 
tion has been given the 
designation “Senate Bill 
1,” signifying it is the Sen¬ 
ate’s top priority in the leg¬ 
islative session. With the 


state being home to Fort 
Campbell and Fort Knox, 
lawmakers typically rush 
to pass measures on behalf 
of soldiers. 

Because Kentucky has 
no elections scheduled un¬ 
til next year, Stivers said 
there’s no harm in taking 


time to review the security 
of electronic transmission 
systems. He called for such 
a review and for the find¬ 
ings to be submitted to 
lawmakers by late Novem¬ 
ber. That would allow law¬ 
makers to implement the 
provision before the state’s 


next round of elections if 
the review warrants it. 

At Stivers’ request, the 
committee also removed a 
provision from the bill that 
would have allowed ballots 
mailed back by military 
personnel to be counted as 
long as they arrive by the 


time an election is certi¬ 
fied, which in Kentucky is 
three days after Election 
Day. He said he wanted to 
avoid situations in close 
races in which candidates 
wouldn’t know on Election 
Day if they had won. 

Secretary of State Ali¬ 
son Lundergan Grimes, 
the state’s chief election 
official, said she would 
have preferred that both 
provisions remain in the 
bill. But she said it con¬ 
tains other language that 
will be helpful to military 
voters. That includes al¬ 
lowing ballots to be sent to 
soldiers electronically, so 
that they don’t face lengthy 
waits for them to arrive at 
overseas posts. She said 
that was “a good victory” 
for deployed soldiers.

Snow days 
to be fewer, 
more fierce 

It does seem that every time some earnest group 
puts out a report on the dangers of global warming, 
there’s a 2-foot snowfall somewhere the next day. 

Turns out, there’s an explanation for the seem¬ 
ingly regular appearance of once-in-50-year storms, 
one that, like most things having to do with climate 
change, is slightly ominous. 

Experts say that long-term we are likely to see more 
giant blizzards but less snow overall, and the reason 
is that a warmer atmosphere can hold more water, 
meaning more monsoon-like rains in the summer 
and more blizzards in the winter. 

The Associated Press says a forthcoming study 
documents that there were twice as many extreme 
snowstorms in the past 50 years than in the 60 years 
before that. 

Americans now on Social Security have to be some¬ 
what disillusioned. Their parents’ stories of enduring 
worse winters and regularly trudging to school through 
18 inches of snow are statistically bunk. 

The Global Snow Lab at Rutgers University — 
and it’s good to know there is such a lab — says that 
this January saw the sixth-widest snow cover in the 
Northern Hemisphere but that the cover wasn’t as 
deep as previous snows. 

Otherwise, says the lab, the snow cover has shrunk 
by around 1 million square miles in the last 45 years. 
And it predicts parts of the United States are likely 
to see their annual snowfalls drop between 30 and 
70 percent by the end of the century. 

The AP quoted one scientist as saying: “Short snow 
season, less snow overall, but the occasional knockout 
punch. That’s the new world we live in.” 

People in snowy climes used to debate whether they 
would like the snow evenly distributed over the three 
months of winter or get it over with all at once, even if 
it meant burying their city under 3 feet of snow with 
the associated school closings, treacherous commutes 
and endless shoveling. 

Mother Nature has apparently made that choice 
for us.

Both sides agree on theory, 
but process trouble remains

Some extra land was discovered Feb. 12 within the 
3.79 million square miles of the United States. It was the 
common ground found during President Barack Obama’s 
State of the Union address. 

The president proposed raising the federal minimum 
wage from $7.25 per hour to $9 an hour by 2016 and link¬ 
ing future increases to inflation. 

Obama argued this could benefit employers. 

“For businesses across the country, it would mean 
customers with more money in their pockets,” he said 
during the speech. 

His logic is this: Business owners would get a boost 
from the economic impact that would result from putting 
more money into the hands of more Americans.

This is the common 
ground. 

There’s another aspect to the president’s stance. 

“Corporate profits have skyrocketed to an all-time 
high,” Obama said. “But it’s also true that for more than 
a decade, wages and incomes haven’t gone up at all.” ... 

So, we can agree that getting more money in the pock¬ 
ets of Americans would be good for the economy, not 
to mention the citizens. But how should that be accom¬ 
plished? Get employers to raise wages? Or reduce tax 
rates?... 
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U.S. dancing in Middle East mine field 


Next month, both Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama and 
newly minted Secretary 
of State John Kerry head 
for the Middle East. They 
should listen to a range of 
views, see the sights and 
pause to smell the hum¬ 
mus. Also: Consider a few 
policy adjustments. 

Below is a briefing — a 
briefer briefing than they 
will get from their advisers 

— on the state of the states, 
the players in play and 
some different approaches 
to contemplate. 

Israel and the Pales¬ 
tinians: The most that is 
possible now is the re¬ 
sumption of negotiations 

— without preconditions. 
The Israelis are not about 
to make concessions just 
to get Palestinians to sit 
down and talk with them 

— especially because Pal¬ 
estinian Authority Presi¬ 
dent Mahmoud Abbas has 
violated his obligations 
under the Oslo Accords 
by attempting to change 
the status of the Palestin¬ 
ian territories unilater¬ 
ally. Meanwhile, Hamas, 
a terrorist organization 
whose primary goal is not 
Palestinian statehood but 
Israeli extinction, remains 
firmly in control of Gaza, 
from which Israel with¬ 
drew in 2005, receiving 
nothing but rocket attacks 
in return. Abbas is almost 
78, a heavy smoker in poor 
health. He has designated

no successor. When he 
dies, Hamas will attempt 
to take over the West Bank 
as well. Israel will do what¬ 
ever is necessary to pre¬ 
vent that. Surely, heading 
off a crisis this predictable 
should be a priority. 

Lebanon: Hezbollah is 
both Iran’s foreign legion 
and a terrorist organiza¬ 
tion; its most recent attack 
on civilians was in July in 
Bulgaria. Despite that — 
or perhaps because of it 
— Hezbollah has become 
the most powerful force 
in Lebanon. Hezbollah is 
installing missiles: at least 
60,000 so far, not just in 
the south but throughout 
the country, including in 
densely populated areas 
where Lebanese civil¬ 
ians are being set up as 
human shields. If these 
missiles are fired at Haifa, 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem, 
thousands of Israelis will 
be killed. Unless the situa¬ 
tion changes, the next war 
between Hezbollah and Is¬ 
rael — a war for which mo¬ 
mentum is now building — 
is likely to be exceedingly 
bloody. Time to put effort 
into averting this catastro¬ 
phe as well? 

Syria: What started as 
a peaceful protest against 


an oppressive dictatorship 
has turned into a sectar¬ 
ian/religious/ethnic con¬ 
flict that has taken nearly 
70,000 lives — with no 
end in sight. Iran and He¬ 
zbollah continue strongly 
backing the Assad regime. 
Foreign combatants with 
links to al-Qaida are fight¬ 
ing on the other side. Is it 
too late to identify and 
assist factions that share 
our values and interests 
so that they will have some 
clout after Assad falls? The 
question is worth explor¬ 
ing. 

As for Syria’s chemical 
weapons, what’s the plan 
to make sure those don’t 
end up in the hands of He¬ 
zbollah or al-Qaida? 

Jordan: King Abdullah 
II, a moderate from an 
Arab clan that traces its 
ancestry to the Prophet 
Muhammad, faces enor¬ 
mous challenges. Among 
them: a flood of Syrian ref¬ 
ugees, the rise of Islamism 
and Iran’s regional ambi¬ 
tions. Jordan needs Ameri¬ 
can help and, like all the 
reasonable actors in the 
Middle East, benefits from 
American strength and is 
endangered by American 
weakness and retreat. 

Egypt: The government 
of President Mohamed 
Morsi now appears intent 
on establishing a Muslim 
Brotherhood dictator¬ 
ship. The good news is 
that millions of Egyptians 


are courageously standing 
up to him. Morsi must be 
made to understand that 
American support is not 
an entitlement. It’s true 
Morsi has not abrogated 
the peace treaty with Is¬ 
rael, but not because he 
wants to sing “Kumbaya” 
with his Jewish neighbors. 
It’s because he’s smart 
enough to know that a war 
against Israel is not win- 
nable, at least not now. 

Iran: The 900-pound 
camel in the tent. Iran’s 
nuclear weapons program 
is a threat to the region — 
and beyond. Policy recom¬ 
mendations: 

1. Continue on the diplo¬ 
matic track but remember 
that a bad deal is worse 
than no deal. 

2. Toughen sanctions to 
the point they cause the 
collapse of Iran’s currency 
over the next 18 months. 

3. Make the American 
military threat credible. 

4. Give Israelis the mili¬ 
tary capabilities they don’t 
now have. That will allow 
them to exercise more pa¬ 
tience while making Kha- 
manei nervous. 

Taken together, such 
policies would send this 
message: The world’s most 
threatening regime will be 
prevented from acquiring 
the world’s most lethal 
weapons. Ordinary Ira¬ 
nians need to understand: 
They are suffering for no 
good reason. 


Quotable quotes worth their weight in gold 


When the remains of 
Richard III were identi¬ 
fied recently in England, 
just about every commen¬ 
tator mentioned the fa¬ 
mous quotation associated 
with his name: “A horse! 
A horse! My kingdom for 
ahorse!” 

Unfortunately for the 
last Plantagenet king of 
England, it is always dif¬ 
ficult to find a spare horse 
in the midst of a battlefield 
rout. They are as scarce 
as a taxi on a wet night in 
New York City. 

What is more unfortu¬ 
nate is that the quotation 
was not among the king’s 
last words, which were 
more likely “ouch” and 
“darn.” 

No, the credit for King 
Richard’s supposed elo¬ 
quence goes to William 
Shakespeare, as usual, 
because the playwright 
pretty much invented the 
English language. 

You may think this 
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column is a sorry sight, but 
it is now a foregone con¬ 
clusion that many of the 
things we carelessly say 
are Shakespearean in ori¬ 
gin. For example, “a sorry 
sight” comes from “Mac¬ 
beth” and “foregone con¬ 
clusion” from “Othello.” 

The immortal bard 
invented dozens of such 
phrases, and the average 
person doesn’t have to be 
wearing tights to say them. 

Have you ever won¬ 
dered what it takes to be 
a writer? Certainly, one 
must have a hide like a 
rhinoceros to survive the 
slings and arrows of out¬ 
rageous fortune (Shake¬ 
speare again) and a cast- 
iron liver to process the 
shots and barrels of out¬ 
rageous alcohol (me). But 


the would-be writer must 
also imbibe good writing 
and become inebriated by 
words. 

No less an authority 
than British Prime Min¬ 
ister Winston Churchill, 
a great man who did not 
limit himself in matters of 
inebriation and was good 
for a quote himself, ob¬ 
served as much. 

“It is a good thing for an 
uneducated man to read 
books of quotations,” he 
said. “ ‘Bartlett’s Familiar 
Quotations’ is an admi¬ 
rable work, and I studied 
it intently. The quotations 
when engraved upon the 
memory give you good 
thoughts. They also make 
you anxious to read the au¬ 
thors and look for more.” 

It is true that my favor¬ 
ite quotations tend to be 
from a dead poet’s society 
of the traditional greats — 
Wordsworth, Keats, Byron 
and the boys. But if any¬ 
body should criticize my 


narrow literary taste, then 
I would say to them: “Your 
mother was a hamster, and 
your father smelt of elder¬ 
berries” (French soldier, 
“Monty Python and the 
Holy Grail”). 

One regret: Having kept 
company, one quotation at 
a time, with the greatest 
speakers, actors, singers, 
statesmen and writers of 
any generation, I am left 
feeling defeated that no 
quotation of mine shall 
ever be saved for posterity. 

If BrainyQuote.com 
were to include one of my 
sayings — such as my defi¬ 
nition of a liberal: a person 
who believes that consent¬ 
ing adults may have any 
sort of sex but shouldn’t 
be allowed a cigarette af¬ 
terward — then it would 
be better than a Pulitzer 
to me.Only one thing to 
do: Flee the battlefield. A 
horse! A horse! A taxi! A 
taxi! Darn, where did they 
go?

LAS VEGAS - Bullets were 
flying from a black Range 
Rover at a gray Maserati as 
the vehicles raced toward a 
red light on the Las Vegas 
Strip. 

Beneath the neon lights, 
police say, the Maserati 
ran a red light at one of the 
Strip’s busiest intersections 
and smashed into a taxi that 
exploded into flames early 
Thursday, killing the two 
people inside. 

Three more cars and a 
utility truck collided at the 
crossroads home to Bel- 
lagio, Caesars Palace and 
Bally’s, leaving at least six 
more people injured as the 
Range Rover sped off in the 
predawn darkness. 

The Maserati driver was 
pronounced dead at a hos¬ 
pital. The dramatic scene 
that more than one tourist 
compared to something out 
of a violent action movie set 
off a frantic search for the 
occupants of the Range 
Rover and marked the lat¬ 
est violent episode on the 
Strip since the beginning of 
the year. 


Two people were criti¬ 
cally wounded in a shoot¬ 
ing at a parking garage on 
Feb. 6, and a tourist was 
stabbed last Saturday in 
an elevator at The Hotel at 
Mandalay Bay. 

Clark County Sheriff 
Doug Gillespie told re¬ 
porters several hours after 
Thursday’s attack that it 


was sparked by an argu¬ 
ment in the valet area of the 
nearby Aria hotel-casino, 
and that the violence at the 
intersection of Las Vegas 
Boulevard and Flamingo 
Road did not reflect the val¬ 
ues of Las Vegas residents 
or visitors. 

“What happened will not 
be tolerated,” Gillespie said. 


He promised the shooters 
would be “found and pros¬ 
ecuted to the full extent of 
the law.” 

On the Strip, the fiery 
rampage shocked tourists. 

“This doesn’t happen 
where we come from, not 
on this scale,” said Mark 
Thompson, of Manchester, 
England.

Hagel has defense 
secretary support 

WASHINGTON - Barring any 
new, damaging informa¬ 
tion, Chuck Hagel has se¬ 
cured the necessary votes 
for the Senate to confirm 
him to be the nation’s next 
defense secretary. A vote 
ending the bitter fight over 
President Barack Obama’s 
Cabinet choice is expected 
next week. 

Hagel cleared the thresh¬ 
old when five-term Repub¬ 
lican Sen. Richard Shelby 
of Alabama said he would 
vote for the former two- 
term GOP senator from Ne¬ 
braska after joining other 
Republicans last week in an 
unprecedented filibuster of 
the Pentagon nominee. 

In another boost for Ha- 
gel’s nomination, former 
Republican leader Bob 
Dole, a decorated World 
War II veteran, issued a 
statement Thursday say¬ 
ing, “Hagel’s wisdom and 
courage make him uniquely 
qualified to be secretary of 
defense and lead the men 
and women of our armed 
forces. Chuck Hagel will 
be an exceptional leader at 
an important time.” 

If confirmed, Hagel, a 
twice-wounded Vietnam 
combat veteran, would 
succeed Defense Secretary 
Leon Panetta, who is step¬ 
ping down after four years, 
first as CIA director and 
then Pentagon chief. 

Four indicted in 
tainted spread plan 

WASHINGTON - Four for¬ 
mer peanut company em¬ 
ployees have been charged 
with scheming to manufac¬ 
ture and ship salmonella- 
tainted peanuts that killed 
nine, sickened hundreds 
and prompted one of the 
largest recalls in history. 

The indictment by a fed¬ 
eral grand jury in Georgia 
is a rare move by the fed¬ 
eral government in food 


poisoning cases. Justice 
Department officials said 
Thursday that the charges 
stemming from the 2009 
outbreak serve as a warn¬ 
ing to food manufacturers 
who may compromise con¬ 
sumer safety in search of 
higher profits. 

“When food or drug 
manufacturers lie and cut 
corners, they put all of us 
at risk,” Stuart F. Delery, 
who heads the Justice De¬ 
partment’s Civil Division, 
said. “The Department of 
Justice will not hesitate to 
pursue any person whose 
criminal conduct risks the 
safety of Americans who 
have done nothing more 
than eat a peanut butter 
and jelly sandwich.”

Plane aborts 
landing, hits pole 

THOMSON - A small pri¬ 
vate jet carrying a surgeon 
and members of his clinic 
staff aborted its landing at 
a Georgia airport before 
it hit a 60-foot utility pole 
and crashed in a flaming 
wreck, killing five people 
onboard and injuring two, 
federal authorities said 
Thursday. 

National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board member 
Robert Sumwalt said fuel 
leaking from the plane ig¬ 
nited in flames Wednesday 
night after it hit the con¬ 
crete pole with enough 
force to sheer off the left 
wing. He said investigators 
found pieces of the plane 
strewed over 100 yards. 

“The wreckage was se¬ 
verely fragmented, and it 
is almost completely de¬ 
stroyed by fire,” Sumwalt 
said. 

Investigators don’t yet 
know why the plane abort¬ 
ed its landing at Thomson- 
McDuffie Regional Air¬ 
port, a small terminal with 
a 5,500-foot runway about 
30 miles west of Augusta.

Peterson sentenced to 38 years for murder

JOLIET, III. - Drew Peterson — the 
swaggering Chicago-area police of¬ 
ficer who gained notoriety after his 
much-younger fourth wife vanished 
in 2007 — was sentenced to 38 years 
in prison Thursday for murdering his 
third wife. 

The sentence came moments after 
Peterson shocked the courtroom with 
a rare public outburst of anger as he 
proclaimed his innocence in the death 
of Kathleen Savio. 

“I did not kill Kathleen!” he shouted 
at the top of his lungs, emphasizing 
every word. 

Peterson seemed to look across the 
courtroom at Savio’s family. Savio’s 


sister Susan Doman shot back “Yes, 
you did. You liar!” before the judge 
ordered sheriff’s deputies to remove 
her from the courtroom. 

Illinois does not have the death 
penalty, and the 59-year-old Peterson 
had faced a maximum 60-year prison 
term. The judge gave him four years’ 
credit for time he has served since his 
arrest. 

Jurors convicted Peterson in 
September in Savio’s 2004 death. 
Neighbors found the 40-year-old’s 
body in a dry bathtub at home with a 
gash on her head — her hair soaked 
in blood. 

Peterson also is a suspect in the dis¬ 
appearance of Stacy Peterson — who 
was 23-years-old when she vanished 
— but he hasn’t been charged in her 


case. It was her disappearance that 
led authorities to take another look at 
Savio’s death and eventually reclassify 
it from an accident to a homicide. 

Fascination nationwide with Drew 
Peterson arose from speculation he 
sought to use his law enforcement 
expertise to get away with murder. 

After his courtroom outburst, 
Peterson addressed the judge with 
a rambling speech, claiming he had 
been railroaded. 

He aimed some of his anger at lead 
prosecutor James Glasgow, saying 
sarcastically that Glasgow could now 
celebrate because he had destroyed 
Peterson’s life. 

“You perpetrated the largest rail¬ 
road job ever in this country,” Peter¬ 
son told him.

Bombing kills 
13 in crowded area 

HYDERABAD -A pair of 
bombs exploded Thurs¬ 
day evening in a crowded 
shopping area in the south¬ 
ern Indian city of Hyder¬ 
abad, killing at least 13 peo¬ 
ple and wounding scores 
of others in the worst 
bombing in the country in 
more than a year, officials 
said. 

The blasts occurred 
about two minutes apart 
at around 7 p.m. outside 
a movie theater and a bus 
station, police said. Store¬ 
fronts were shattered, 
motorcycles covered in 
debris, and food and plates 
from a roadside restau¬ 
rant were scattered on the 
ground near a tangle of 
dead bodies. Passers-by 
rushed the bleeding and 
wounded out of the area. 

“This is a dastardly at¬ 
tack; the guilty will not go 
unpunished,” Prime Min¬ 
ister Manmohan Singh 
said. 

The bombs were at¬ 
tached to two bicycles 
about 500 feet apart in 
Dilsukh Nagar district, 
Home Minister Sushilku- 
mar Shinde told reporters 
in New Delhi.

Israeli security clash 

RAMALLAH - Hundreds 
of Palestinian protesters 
clashed with Israeli secu¬ 
rity forces Thursday, hurl¬ 
ing rocks and burning tires 
at a West Bank demonstra¬ 
tion to show solidarity 
with Palestinian prisoners 
held by Israel. 

Palestinians have staged 
protests across the West 
Bank all week in solidar¬ 
ity with the 4,500 prison¬ 
ers held by Israel. Four of 
the prisoners are staging 
a hunger strike, and the 
worsening condition of 
one, Samer Issawi, sparked 


the latest round of unrest 
between the protesters 
and Israeli troops. 

His hunger strike has 
drawn international atten¬ 
tion and concerns from no¬ 
tables such as U.N. Secre¬ 
tary-General Ban Ki-moon.

Horse meat scandal 
vexes EU nations 

MOSCOW - Russia may 
suspend meat imports 
from European Union na¬ 
tions because of the horse 
meat scandal, an official 
said Thursday. 

Gennady Onishchenko, 
Russia’s chief sanitary of¬ 
ficial, told Ekho Moskvy 
radio that he has sent a 
letter to the European 
Commission requesting a 
guarantee that meat prod¬ 
ucts sold to Russia don’t 
contain horse meat. 

Onishchenko said that 
Russia would have to tem¬ 
porarily suspend meat 
imports from EU nations 
if the bloc fails to provide 
the assurances, and he also 
called on Russians to choose 
locally produced meat. 

Bulgaria, Portugal and 
Spain on Thursday be¬ 
came the latest countries 
to detect horse meat in 
food products labeled as 
beef in the widening Eu¬ 
ropean food scandal. 

In Bulgaria, the govern¬ 
ment said that DNA tests 
conducted in Germany 
had found imported fro¬ 
zen dishes being sold in a 
supermarket chain to be as 
high as 80 percent horse 
meat. 

The tests were ordered 
last week when suspicious 
frozen lasagna dishes were 
withdrawn from markets 
in Bulgaria. 

Officials on Spain’s Ca¬ 
nary Islands said they had 
seized 1 metric ton of ham¬ 
burger patties with varying 
levels of horse meat rang¬ 
ing from 5 percent to 40 
percent per patty.

Study: Better TV may curb violence in kids

SEATTLE - Teaching par¬ 
ents to switch channels 
from violent shows to 
educational TV can im¬ 
prove preschoolers’ be¬ 
havior, even without get¬ 
ting them to watch less, a 
study found. 

The results were mod¬ 
est and faded over time, 
but may hold promise for 
finding ways to help young 
children avoid aggres¬ 
sive, violent behavior, the 
study’s authors and other 
doctors said. 

“It’s not just about turn¬ 
ing off the television. It’s 
about changing the chan¬ 
nel. What children watch 
is as important as how 
much they watch,” said 
lead author Dr. Dimitri 
Christakis, a pediatrician 
and researcher at Seattle 
Children’s Research In¬ 
stitute. 

The research was to be 
published online Monday 
by the journal Pediatrics. 


The study involved 
565 Seattle parents, who 
periodically filled out 
TV-watching diaries and 
questionnaires measuring 
their child’s behavior. 

Half were coached for 
six months on getting their 
3-to-5-year-old kids to 
watch shows like “Sesame 
Street” and “Dora the Ex¬ 
plorer” rather than more 
violent programs like 
“Power Rangers.” The re¬ 
sults were compared with 
kids whose parents who 
got advice on healthy eat¬ 
ing instead. 

At six months, children 
in both groups showed 
improved behavior, but 
there was a little bit more 
improvement in the group 
that was coached on their 
TV watching. 

By one year, there was 
no meaningful difference 
between the two groups 
overall. Low-income boys 
appeared to get the most 
short-term benefit. 

“That’s important be¬ 
cause they are at the great¬ 
est risk, both for being per¬ 
petrators of aggression in 
real life, but also being 
victims of aggression,” 
Christakis said. 

The study has some 
flaws. The parents weren’t 


told the purpose of the 
study, but the authors con¬ 
cede they probably figured 
it out and that may have af¬ 
fected the results. 

Before the study, the 
children averaged about 
V /2 hours of TV, video and 
computer game watching 
a day, with violent content 
making up about a quarter 
of that time. 

By the end of the study, 
that increased by up to 10 


minutes. Those in the TV 
coaching group increased 
their time with positive 
shows; the healthy eating 
group watched more vio¬ 
lent TV. 

Nancy Jensen, who took 
part with her now 6-year- 
old daughter, said the 
study was a wake-up call. 

“I didn’t realize how 
much Elizabeth was 
watching and how much 
she was watching on her 


own,” she said. 

Another researcher who 
was not involved in this 
study but also focuses his 
work on kids and televi¬ 
sion commended Chris¬ 
takis for taking a look at 
the influence of positive 
TV programs, instead of 
focusing on the impact of 
violent TV. 

“I think it’s fabulous that 
people are looking on the 
positive side,” he said. 


CDC applets 
you p ay 
disease 
detective

ATLANTA- You may not 
be a disease detective, 
but now you can play one 
at home. 

The nation’s public 
health agency has re¬ 
leased a free app for the 
iPad called “Solve the 
Outbreak.” 

It allows users to run 
through fictional out¬ 
breaks and make deci¬ 
sions: Do you quarantine 
the village? Talk to people 
who are sick? 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
says the app was designed 
in-house and wouldn’t 
give an estimate for de¬ 
velopment costs. 

The agency says it is 
using social media to 
educate the public about 
diseases and to promote 
an appreciation for public 
health work. 

The app went live this 
week. 


Hip implants more likely to fail in women; questions linger

CHICAGO - Hip replace¬ 
ments are slightly more 
likely to fail in women 
than in men, according to 
one of the largest studies 
of its kind in U.S. patients. 

The risk of the implants 
failing is low, but women 
were 29 percent more 
likely than men to need a 
repeat surgery within the 
first three years. 

The message for women 
considering hip replace¬ 
ment surgery remains 


unclear. It’s not known 
which models of hip im¬ 
plants perform best in 
women, even though wom¬ 
en make up the majority 
of the more than 400,000 
Americans who have full 
or partial hip replacements 
each year to ease the pain 
and loss of mobility caused 
by arthritis or injuries. 

“This is the first step in 
what has to be a much lon¬ 
ger-term research strategy 
to figure out why women 
have worse experiences,” 
said Diana Zuckerman, 
president of the nonprofit 


National Research Center 
for Women & Families. 
“Research in this area 
could save billions of dol¬ 
lars” and prevent patients 
from experiencing the 
pain and inconvenience 
of surgeries to fix hip im¬ 
plants that go wrong. 

Researchers looked at 
more than 35,000 surger¬ 
ies at 46 hospitals in the 
Kaiser Permanente health 
system. The research, pub¬ 
lished Monday in JAMA 
Internal Medicine, was 
funded by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration. 


After an average of 
three years, 2.3 percent of 
the women and 1.9 percent 
of the men had undergone 
revision surgery to fix a 
problem with the original 
hip replacement. Problems 
included instability, infec¬ 
tion, broken bones and 
loosening. 

“There is an increased 
risk of failure in women 
compared to men,” said 
lead author Maria Ina- 
cio, an epidemiologist at 
Southern California Per¬ 
manente Medical Group 
in San Diego. “This is still 


a very small number of 
failures.” 

Women tend to have 
smaller joints and bones 
than men, and so they 
tend to need smaller ar¬ 
tificial hips. Devices with 
smaller femoral heads — 
the ball-shaped part of the 
ball-and-socket joint in an 
artificial hip — are more 
likely to dislocate and re¬ 
quire a surgical repair. 

That explained some, 
but not all, of the differ¬ 
ence between women and 
men in the study. It’s not 
clear what else may have 


contributed to the gap. Co¬ 
author Dr. Monti Khatod, 
an orthopedic surgeon in 
Los Angeles, speculated 
that one factor may be a 
greater loss of bone den¬ 
sity in women. 

The failure of metal- 
on-metal hips was almost 
twice as high for women 
than in men. The once- 
popular models were pro¬ 
moted by manufacturers 
as being more durable than 
standard plastic or ceram¬ 
ic joints, but several high- 
profile recalls have led to a 
decrease in their use.

BURLINGTON, Ky. - In 2004, 
Linda and Greg Salsbury 
had to make a decision. 
They knew, innately, it 
would be a big one. They 
knew it could help to de¬ 
fine the rest of their lives. 

In the end, they went 
with the domesticated 
South American camelid. 

It started when the Bur¬ 
lington couple took part in 
the federal government’s 
Tobacco Reform Act, which 
gave them a small amount 
of money every year for 10 
years — think hundreds of 
dollars, not thousands — 
to get out of the tobacco¬ 
growing business. 

It meant the Salsburys 
had a chance to start over. 

They knew they loved 
their land, which they had 
owned since 1986. It was 
the place they raised their 
four children, and they 
wanted to grow old on 
it. But they didn’t want a 
pretty farm, they wanted a 
working farm. They want¬ 
ed to grow something or 
raise something. 

It was important to 
them. 

The Salsburys made 
an appointment with the 
University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture’s 
Cooperative Extension. 


There was an office just up 
the road from their farm. 

What, they asked the 
agent, could they do with 
52 rolling acres of green 
trees and lush land? 

The agent rattled off a 
list of options and then, 
at the end, said casually: 
“Or you could consider 
alpacas.” 

Greg only had two ques¬ 
tions for him: “What’s an 
alpaca and how do you 
spell it?” 

They learned the alpaca 
is about half the size of a 
llama and boasts a luxuri¬ 
ous fleece coat. It comes 
from the Andes mountains 
of Peru, Bolivia 
and Chile. 

They did 
some research, 
looked at some 
photos and 
talked to people 
who knew the 
animals. 

And on a hot 
summer day in 
2005, they got 
their first good 
look at an al¬ 
paca. 

Perhaps the 
best way to 
describe these 
animals is that 
they look like 


a teddy bear crossed with 
a camel. They are all long 
legs and long necks with 
lots and lots of hair. 

They are, in fact, strong¬ 
ly reminiscent of the tele¬ 
vision sitcom puppet Alf. 

For Greg, it was love at 
first sight. For Linda? Not 
so much. 

“I thought they were 
just funny looking,” Linda 
said. 

“I thought it was crazy. 
It was hot and I was sit¬ 
ting in the car and he was 
standing in the middle of 
all these alpacas.” 

The minutes passed and 
finally Linda had enough 
and began a process famil¬ 
iar to any married couple. 

She got out of the car, 
stood next to the fence and 
stared at her husband. 

“I was willing him to 
look at me,” Linda said. 
“One look, and he would 
know it was time to go.” 

But Greg and Linda had 
been married for nearly 30 
years; Greg knew enough 
not to look. 

So he talked to the farm¬ 
er and looked at the ani¬ 
mals. And Linda waited. 
And glared. And then it 
happened. 

“This alpaca comes up 
to me and puts his face 


right up to mine,” Linda 
said. She froze. She feared 
he might spit. But he didn’t. 

“He put his nose right up 
against mine and then he 
walked away. I knew right 
then: I want to do this.” 

That day they decided 
to buy five alpacas: two 
pregnant females, two ba¬ 
bies - the young are called 
cria - and a male. Today 
the Salsburys have 138 
alpacas on their farm, 125 
of which are theirs and 13 
they are boarding. 

They have a farm store, 
a breeding program and 
informational tours. “We 
are part of the agra-tour- 
ism business,” Greg said. 

Their business, Eagle 
Bend Alpacas, has be¬ 
come one of the largest 
alpaca farms in Northern 
Kentucky and Southwest 
Ohio. And that is saying 
something, because Ohio 
has more alpacas and al¬ 
paca farms than any other 
state. 

This is a business 
for the Salsburys. Each 
spring, they shear their 
animals and take the fiber 
down to Tennessee to get 
processed. They sell the 
yarn, they sell sweaters 
made from the yarn, they 
sell teddy bears and socks

Ag pest management seminar set

PRINCETON - During the 2012 grow¬ 
ing season, Kentucky producers 
faced many new and unusual chal¬ 
lenges due to the severe drought. 

The University of Kentucky’s In¬ 
tegrated Pest Management School 
will discuss these issues and other 
timely topics to help producers kick 
off their 2013IPM programs. 

The school is Wednesday, March 
6, at the UK Research and Education 
Center in Princeton. 

Registration begins at 8 a.m. CST. 
Speakers include specialists from 


the UK College of Agriculture and 
the Kentucky office of the Natural 
Resources Conservation Service. 

They will lead presentations on 
the following topics: insect vectored 
diseases; NRCS IPM; managing 
marestail; slugs, birds and rodents in 
no-till corn and soybeans; integrated 
soybean disease management; high 
input soybean systems; anhydrous 
ammonia reactions in the soil, and 
a conservation activity plan for her¬ 
bicide resistance. 

The event is approved for the fol¬ 
lowing pesticide applicator educa¬ 
tion hours: three general and one 
specific in categories 1A, 4, 10, 12 


and 14. Five continuing education 
units are available for Certified 
Crop Advisors including 2.5 in in¬ 
tegrated pest management, 1.5 in soil 
and water management and 0.5 each 
in nutrient management and crop 
management.

and hats and mittens and 
scarves. 

They also sell alpacas 
and alpaca “services.” 
Their top sire, El Nino’s 
Maximus, has a $4,500 
stud fee. 

Greg still works in medi¬ 
cal sales and helps as much 
as he can on the weekends. 
Linda, who used to be a 
nurse, is managing most 
of the business herself for 
now, and running the re¬ 
tail shop. But you can tell 
this is not just a job to her. 

Walking toward the big 
barn, she is able to name 
each alpaca she comes 
across. Here comes Be¬ 
loved to say hello. Then 
Noah, and here comes Odi, 
which, she says, looks just 
like Jimmy Durante. And 
he does. She spots Geneva 
in a crowd and then Pride 


and Black Elegance and 
Romney. 

Linda rubs their backs 
and shows their thick 
fleece, soft and warm 
even on a cold, snowy 
morning. People like that. 
The fleece, Linda says, is 
“softer than cashmere and 
warmer than wool.” 

Greg admits to how 
special he thinks these 
animals are. “I fell in love 
with alpacas. I believe that 
every human being has a 
place in their hearts for 
alpacas,” Greg said. 

“And I’m not normally 
a person who thinks that 
way,” he adds quickly. 

Neither is Linda, but 
for nearly eight years, 
they have grown to love 
these animals and the fact 
that their farm is working 
again.

To be sure, the prelimi¬ 
nary data for seniors is 
less than definitive. It is 
based on fewer than 300 
people scattered among 
five states. 

But it will no doubt sur¬ 
prise many people that the 
effectiveness is that low, 
said Michael Osterholm, 
a University of Minnesota 
infectious disease expert 
who has tried to draw at¬ 
tention to the need for a 
more effective flu vaccine. 

Among infectious dis¬ 
eases, flu is considered 


one of the nation’s leading 
killers. On average, about 
24,000 Americans die 
each flu season, according 
to the CDC. 

This flu season start¬ 
ed in early December, a 
month earlier than usual, 
and peaked by the end 
of year. Older people are 
most vulnerable to flu and 
its complications, and the 
nation has seen some of 
the highest hospitaliza¬ 
tion rates for people 65 and 
older in a decade. 

Flu viruses tend to mu¬ 
tate more quickly than 
others, and it’s not unusu¬ 
al for multiple strains to 
be spreading at the same 


time. A new vaccine is 
formulated each year tar¬ 
geting the three strains 
expected to be the major 
threats. But that involves 
guesswork. 

Because of these chal¬ 
lenges, scientists tend to 
set a lower bar for flu vac¬ 
cine. While childhood vac¬ 
cines against diseases like 
measles are expected to be 
90 or 95 percent effective, 
a flu vaccine that’s 60 to 70 
percent effective in the U.S. 
is considered pretty good. 

By that standard, this 
year’s vaccine is OK. The 
56 percent effectiveness 
figure means people have 
a 56 percent lower chance 


of winding up at the doctor 
for treatment of flu symp¬ 
toms. 

For seniors, a flu vac¬ 
cine is considered pretty 
good if it’s in the 30 to 40 
percent range, said Dr. Ar¬ 
nold Monto, a University 
of Michigan flu expert. 

Older people have 
weaker immune systems 
that don’t respond as well 
to flu shots. That’s why a 
high-dose version was re¬ 
cently made available for 
those 65 and older. The 
new study was too small 
to show whether that made 
a difference this year. 

The CDC estimates 
are based on about 2,700 


people who got sick in De¬ 
cember and January. The 
researchers traced back 
to see who had gotten flu 
shots and who hadn’t. An 
earlier study put the vac¬ 
cine’s overall effective¬ 
ness slightly higher, at 62 
percent. 

The CDC’s Bresee said 
there’s a danger in provid¬ 
ing preliminary results 
because it may result in 
people doubting — or skip¬ 
ping — flu shots. But the 
data was released to warn 
older people who got shots 
that they may still get sick 
and shouldn’t ignore any 
serious flu-like symptoms, 
he said. 


The new data high¬ 
lights an evolution in how 
experts are evaluating flu 
vaccine effectiveness. For 
years, it was believed that 
if the viruses in the vac¬ 
cine matched the ones 
spreading around the 
country, then the vaccine 
would be effective. This 
year’s shot was a good 
match to the bugs going 
around this winter, in¬ 
cluding the harsher H3N2 
that tends to make people 
sicker. 

But the season proved 
to be a moderately severe 
one, with many illnesses 
occurring in people who’d 
been vaccinated. 


Storm blankets Great Plains with snow

ST. LOUIS - Blinding snow, at 
times accompanied by thunder 
and lightning, bombarded much 
of the nation’s midsection Thurs¬ 
day, causing whiteout conditions, 
making major roadways all but 
impassable and shutting down 
schools and state legislatures. 

Kansas was the epicenter of the 
winter storm, with parts of the 
state buried under 14 inches of 
powdery snow, but winter storm 
warnings stretched from eastern 
Colorado through Illinois. Freez¬ 
ing rain and sleet were forecast for 
southern Missouri, southern Illi¬ 
nois and Arkansas. St. Louis was 
expected to get all of the above — 
a treacherous mix of snow, sleet 
and freezing rain. 

Several accidents were blamed 
on icy and slushy roadways, in¬ 
cluding two fatal accidents. Most 
schools in Kansas and Missouri, 
and many in neighboring states, 
were closed. Legislatures shut 
down in Kansas, Missouri, Arkan¬ 
sas, Nebraska and Iowa. 

“Thundersnow” accompanied 
the winter storm in parts of Kan¬ 
sas and Missouri, which National 
Weather Service meteorologist 
Scott Truett said is the result of 
an unstable air mass, much like a 
thunderstorm. 

“Instead of pouring rain, it’s pour¬ 
ing snow,” Truett said. And pouring 
was a sound description, with snow 
falling at a rate of 11/2 to 2 inches 
per hour in some spots. Kansas City, 
Mo., got 5 inches in two hours. 

Snow totals passed the foot 
mark in many places: Monarch 
Pass, Colo., had 17 5/2 inches, 
Hutchinson, Kan., 14 inches and 
Wichita, Kan., 13 inches. The Na¬ 
tional Weather Service said up to 
18 inches of snow were possible in 
central Kansas. 

With that in mind, Kansas 
transportation officials — and 
even the governor — urged people 
to simply stay home. 

Drivers were particularly 
warned away from the Kansas 
Turnpike, which had whiteout 
conditions. Interstate 70 was 
also snow-packed and a 90-mile 


stretch of that road was closed 
between Salina and Hays. 

Kansas Gov. Sam Brownback 
closed executive offices, except 
for essential personnel. 

“If you don’t have to get out, just 
really, please, don’t do it,” Brown- 
back said. 

Travelers filled hotels rather 
than skating across dangerous 
roadways. At the Econo Lodge in 
WaKeeney, Kan., assistant man¬ 
ager Michael Tidball said the 
48-room hotel was full by 10 p.m. 
Wednesday and that most guests 
were opting to stay an extra day. 

Near the Nebraska-Kansas bor¬ 
der, as much as 8 inches fell over¬ 
night, while western Nebraska 
saw about half of that amount, 
National Weather Service fore¬ 
caster Shawn Jacobs said. 

Areas in western Oklahoma and 
the Texas Panhandle also had up 


to 8 inches of snow by Thursday 
morning. Christy Walker, a wait¬ 
ress at the Polly Anna Cafe in 
Woodward, Okla., got stuck on her 
drive into work. But business in 
the western Oklahoma town was 
brisk, she said. 

Elsewhere, Arkansas saw a 
mix of precipitation — in places, 
a combination of hail, sleet and 
freezing rain, others saw 6 inch¬ 
es of snow. Forecasters warned 
northern Arkansas could get a 
half-inch of ice. 

Two fatal accidents were at¬ 
tributed to winter weather 
on Wednesday. In Oklahoma, 

18- year-old Cody Alexander of 
Alex, Okla., died when his pickup 
truck skidded on a slushy state 
highway into oncoming traffic and 
struck a truck. And in Nebraska, 

19- year-old Kristina Leigh Anne 
Allen of Callaway died when a 


SUV lost control in snowy, icy 
conditions, crossed the median 
and struck her car. 

Missouri Gov. Jay Nixon de¬ 
clared a state of emergency 
Thursday morning and activated 
the State Emergency Operations 
Center. By midmorning Thurs¬ 
day, the snow was coming down 
so hard that Kansas City Interna¬ 
tional Airport shut down. About 
90 flights were also cancelled 
at Lambert Airport in St. Louis, 
where sleet and ice began falling 
late morning. 

St. Louis prepared with some 
uncertainty. Depending on the 
temperature and the trajectory of 
the storm, the metro area could 
get snow, freezing rain, ice, sleet 
or all or some of the above. Crews 
were hoping to spread enough salt 
to keep at least the major road¬ 
ways moving.

document left behind by 
the Islamic extremists as 
they fled northern Mali 
from a French military in¬ 
tervention last month. A 
Xeroxed copy of the docu¬ 
ment, which was first pub¬ 
lished on a jihadist forum 
two years ago, was found 
by The Associated Press in 
a manila envelope on the 
floor of a building here oc¬ 
cupied by al-Qaida of the 
Islamic Maghreb. 

The tipsheet reflects 
how al-Qaida’s chapter in 
North Africa anticipated a 
military intervention that 
would make use of drones, 
as the battleground in the 
war on terror worldwide 
is shifting from boots on 
the ground to unmanned 
planes in the air. The pres¬ 
ence of the document in 
Mali, first authored by a 
Yemeni, also shows the 
coordination between al- 
Qaida chapters, which se¬ 
curity experts have called 
a source of increasing con¬ 
cern. 


“This new document... 
shows we are no longer 
dealing with an isolated 
local problem, but with an 
enemy which is reaching 
across continents to share 
advice,” said Bruce Rie¬ 
del, a 30-year veteran of 
the CIA, now the director 
of the Intelligence Project 
at the Brookings Institute. 

The tips in the docu¬ 
ment range from the broad 
(No. 7, hide from being di¬ 
rectly or indirectly spot¬ 
ted, especially at night) 
to the specific (No 18, 
formation of fake gather¬ 
ings, for example by using 
dolls and statues placed 
outside false ditches to 
mislead the enemy.) The 
use of the mats appears to 
be a West African twist on 
No. 3, which advises cam¬ 
ouflaging the tops of cars 
and the roofs of buildings, 
possibly by spreading re¬ 
flective glass. 

While some of the 
tips are outdated or far¬ 
fetched, taken together, 
they suggest the Islamists 
in Mali are responding to 
the threat of drones with 
sound, common-sense 


advice that may help them 
to melt into the desert in 
between attacks, leaving 
barely a trace. 

“These are not dumb 
techniques. It shows that 
they are acting pretty as¬ 
tutely,” said Col. Cedric 
Leighton, a 26-year-vet- 
eran of the United States 
Air Force, who helped set 
up the Predator drone pro¬ 
gram, which later tracked 
Osama bin Laden in Af¬ 
ghanistan. “What it does 
is, it buys them a little bit 
more time — and in this 
conflict, time is key. And 
they will use it to move 
away from an area, from 
a bombing raid, and do it 
very quickly.” 

The success of some 
of the tips will depend on 
the circumstances and 
the model of drones used, 
Leighton said. For exam¬ 
ple, from the air, where 
perceptions of depth be¬ 
come obfuscated, an im¬ 
agery sensor would inter¬ 
pret a mat stretched over 
the top of a car as one lying 
on the ground, concealing 
the vehicle. 

New models of drones, 


such as the Harfung used 
by the French or the MQ;9 
“Reaper,” sometimes have 
infrared sensors that can 
pick up the heat signature 
of a car whose engine has 
just been shut off. Howev¬ 
er, even an infrared sensor 
would have trouble detect¬ 
ing a car left under a mat 
tent overnight, so that its 
temperature is the same 
as on the surrounding 
ground, Leighton said. 

Unarmed drones are 
already being used by the 
French in Mali to collect 
intelligence on al-Qaida 
groups, and U.S. officials 
have said plans are un¬ 
derway to establish a new 
drone base in northwest¬ 
ern Africa. The U.S. re¬ 
cently signed a “status of 
forces agreement” with 
Niger, one of the nations 
bordering Mali, suggest¬ 
ing the drone base may be 
situated there and would 
be primarily used to gath¬ 
er intelligence to help the 
French. 

The author of the tip- 
sheet found in Timbuktu 
is Abdallah bin Muham¬ 
mad, the nom de guerre for 


a senior commander of al- 
Qaida in the Arabian Pen¬ 
insula, the Yemen-based 
branch of the terror net¬ 
work. The document was 
first published in Arabic 
on an extremist website on 
June 2,2011, a month after 
bin Laden’s death, accord¬ 
ing to Mathieu Guidere, a 
professor at the University 
of Toulouse. Guidere runs 
a database of statements by 
extremist groups, includ¬ 
ing al-Qaida in the Islamic 
Maghreb, and he reviewed 
and authenticated the doc¬ 
ument found by the AP. 

The tipsheet is still little 
known, if at all, in English, 
though it has been repub¬ 
lished at least three times 
in Arabic on other jihadist 
forums after drone strikes 
took out U.S.-born cleric 
Anwar al-Awlaki in Ye¬ 
men in September 2011 and 
al-Qaida second-in-com¬ 
mand Abu Yahya al-Libi 
in Pakistan in June 2012. It 
was most recently issued 
two weeks ago on another 
extremist website after 
plans for the possible U.S. 
drone base in Niger began 
surfacing, Guidere said.

drug Avandia and hiding 
its risks from consumers. 
Instead of reducing cardio¬ 
vascular risks faced by dia¬ 
betics, as the drug maker 
claimed, the one-time 
blockbuster drug actually 
increases those risks, At¬ 
torney General Jack Con¬ 
way said Thursday. 

“We will not stand idly 
by as drug companies op¬ 
erate outside of the law and 
put Kentuckians’ health at 
risk,” Conway said. 

As of 2010, more than 
370,000 Kentuckians were 
diagnosed with diabetes, 
Conway’s office said. Ken¬ 
tucky was near the top na¬ 
tionally in diabetes cases 
and cardiovascular deaths, 
according to 2011 statistics 
supplied by the state Cabi¬ 
net for Health and Family 
Services. 

The suit filed this week 
in Franklin County Circuit 
Court in Frankfort seeks 
an injunction against the 
company’s allegedly de¬ 
ceptive business practices. 
It also seeks civil penalties 
up to $10,000 per viola¬ 
tion. 

GSK spokesman Kevin 
Colgan said the company 
was reviewing the lawsuit. 

“We believe we acted 
diligently and properly 
in studying Avandia, in 
sharing study results with 
regulators and health-care 
providers and in market¬ 
ing the medicine,” he said 
in a statement. “We wel¬ 
come the opportunity to 
defend ourselves and our 
medicines before a jury, 
and we are committed 
to continuing to develop 
medicines that will im¬ 
prove the health and lives 
of patients with serious ill¬ 
nesses.” 

The Kentucky lawsuit 
is the latest in a series of 
costly legal entanglements 
for the drug company. 

Last year, GlaxoSmith¬ 
Kline agreed to pay $3 bil¬ 
lion in fines — the largest 
health care fraud settle¬ 
ment in U.S. history — for 
criminal and civil viola¬ 
tions involving 10 drugs, 
including Avandia. The 
company also reached an 
agreement with multiple 
states regarding its promo¬ 
tion of Avandia. 

Kentucky opted out of 
the multi-state settlement 
“because we thought the 
amount was insignificant 
compared to the value of 
the case,” Conway spokes¬ 
woman Shelley Johnson 
said Thursday. 

The diabetes drug trig¬ 
gered patient lawsuits and 
a U.S. Department of Jus¬ 
tice investigation. In 2011 
the company updated the 
labeling of Avandia to in¬ 
clude safety restrictions 
ordered by federal health 
authorities because of the 
drug’s links to heart at¬ 
tack. 

The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration first approved 
Avandia in 1999, and it 
became the top-selling 
diabetes pill in the world, 
with more than $3 billion 
in sales by 2006. But its use 
plummeted after a 2007 
analysis first linked the 
drug to heart attacks.

happenings on “the hill” during a 
Rotary Club of Henderson meet¬ 
ing Thursday. The meeting was 
held on the college’s campus at 
Joe’s Place in the Student Center. 

HCC total fall enrollment was 
down eight percent from 2,142 
students in 2011 to 1,977 students 
in 2012. Total spring enrollment 
rose four percent from 1,152 to 
1,591 in the same time period, but 
Williams said the increase was 
misleading because there was a 


bump in firefighter training and 
not full-time students. 

“That’s affected our budget,” 
Wiliams said. “We are paying 
real attention to how we are 
marketing to students and our 
budget itself.” 

A lean committee has been 
instituted on campus to look 
at each of the service areas. 
The college is also looking at 
a number of ways to increase 
enrollment, like adding new 
programs to earn equine man¬ 
agement and machine tool 
technology certificates. HCC 
has also developed additional 


student support services like 
its Start Center and Transfer 
Center. 

Enrollment for the upcoming 
fall semester will be enhanced 
by the first Rotary Colonels 2 
College students attending HCC, 
she said. There are 99 Hender¬ 
son County High School seniors 
who can choose to attend HCC 
in the fall and another 595 signed 
up for the scholarship assistance 
program. Colonels 2 College has 
nearly reached its $2.5 million 
endowment goal. 

Mike Freels, the director 
of Murray State University 


Henderson regional campus, 
also spoke at the Rotary meeting. 

All public universities are un¬ 
der a state mandate to increase 
graduation numbers by 2020, he 
said. MSU is offering degrees 
that gives nontraditional stu¬ 
dents the chance earn degrees 
and, in turn, increase the col¬ 
lege’s graduation rate. 

“Part of our market that we’re 
really going for is people not of 
traditional age who possibly 
started a degree, but didn’t fin¬ 
ish one and need an avenue to do 
that,” he said. 

To that end, MSU is offering 


more online classes and interac¬ 
tive television courses. The col¬ 
lege’s bachelor of Independent 
Studies degree is also a good fit 
for nontraditional students who 
didn’t get a chance to finish col¬ 
lege the first time. 

Murray has good synergy 
with HCC. MSU likes to enroll 
nontraditional students with 
60 hours or more and points lo¬ 
cal students with fewer credit 
hours to HCC, Freels said. The 
students are then encouraged 
to enroll at MSU once they have 
completed their education at 
HCC.

■ Henderson takes title with 71-63 win over defending champion Trojans

MORGANFIELD - Hender¬ 
son County reclaimed the 
Sixth District champion¬ 
ship with a fast start and 
the dominating play of its 
post combination of Cain 
Cooper and Kaleb Duck¬ 
worth. 

Behind an 11-4 start, 
the Colonels (24-5) went 
on to take a 71-63 victory 
in Thursday’s title game 
at Doug Hines Gym over 
defending champion Web¬ 
ster County (19-13). 

Duckworth and Cooper 
scored 20 and 16 points 
respectively as Hender¬ 
son County went inside 
against the Trojans’ zone 
defense. 

“They did a good job of 
passing the ball to each 
other too,” Colonel coach 
Tyler Smithhart said. “Our 
guards did a good job of 
looking for those guys. 
The biggest thing we did 
was pretty consistently 
attacked the gaps in that 
zone and made two guys 
guard one, which is what 
you have to do against that 
zone.” 

“Cooper killed us the last 
time we played them. The 
things we talked about in 
our zone defense (in prepa¬ 
ration for the game), it was 
like we never talked about 


it,” Webster County Jon 
Newton said. “Those two 
(Cooper and Duckworth) 
are handfuls. They are re¬ 
lentless on the glass. They 
do a great job of finishing 
around the basket.” 

The Colonels ap¬ 
proached the zone differ¬ 
ently than in the teams’ 
two regular-season games. 
“We hit the short corner 
and that helped a lot, and 
we went inside out,” said 
Duckworth, who missed a 
good portion of the regu¬ 
lar season with illness and 
injuries. 

Henderson County was 

7- of-9 from the field in the 
first quarter, while Web¬ 
ster County was 3-of-ll 
enabling the Colonels to 
open up a 15-8 lead. 

“They shot the ball with 
confidence tonight. Down 
the stretch of the season 
there were times we were 
passive with some of those 
shots. I liked seeing the 
guys being aggressive. I 
felt like that was the dif¬ 
ference tonight,” Smith¬ 
hart said. 

The Colonels led 28-16 
at halftime and were up 
40-24 midway through 
the third quarter before an 

8- 2 run pulled the Trojans 
back within seven. 

But Henderson County 
ended the period with 
back-to-back steals that re¬ 
sulted in layups by David 


Simmons and Brady Nor¬ 
man to extend the lead to 
48-37. 

“It was big because they 
were starting to get the 
momentum. It seemed 
like our defense wasn’t as 
aggressive when they were 
making that run,” Duck¬ 
worth said. 

“We had the momen¬ 
tum going our way. That 
was big for them to get 
those two layups to end 
the quarter. It completely 
switched the momentum 
of the game back in their 
favor,” Newton said. 

Henderson County 
pushed the lead out to 


61-43 with 4:20 to go, but 
Webster County outscored 
the Colonels 20-10 the rest 
of the way and got as close 
as six with 0:04 remaining. 

“One of the reasons 
we struggled down the 
stretch is that we stopped 
being aggressive, and they 
became the aggressor,” 
Smithhart said. “Part of 
that is a credit to them 
and the heart that they 
play with. But part of it is 
mental lapses on our part 
and feeling like the game 
was in the bag.” 

Kyle Hayes led Webster 
County with 20 points. 
J.D. Newton scored 14, 


and Mason Roland added 
11. Daniel Boswell had 10 
points and a team-high 11 
rebounds. 

Duckworth and Cooper 
helped Henderson County 
to a 30-21 rebounding ad¬ 
vantage with seven and six 
boards, respectively. 

Both teams will advance 
to the Second Region Tour¬ 
nament, which begins Mon¬ 
day at Hopkinsville High 
School. Pairings for the 
tournament will be deter¬ 
mined Saturday morning.

Cauley-Stein just trying to be himself 


■ Wildcat center mimicks Noel 
to preserve victory over Vandy

LEXINGTON - Willie Cau- 
ley-Stein made it clear 
that despite others’ wishes 
for him to be like Nerlens 
Noel, he could only be 
himself on the court. 

That declaration didn’t 
stop the 7-foot Kentucky 
freshman from mimicking 
his shot-blocking team¬ 
mate when he had to. 

Cauley-Stein did just 
that in the final 34 sec¬ 
onds Wednesday night 
against Vanderbilt. He 
rejected two crucial shots 
9 seconds apart to help 
the Wildcats outlast the 
Vanderbilt 74-70 and pro¬ 
vide Kentucky’s important 
first win without Noel, out 
for the season with a left- 
knee injury. 

He also scored a career- 
high 20 points and grabbed 
seven rebounds — includ¬ 
ing a key one with 17 sec¬ 
onds remaining — but 


was most pleased with 
his blocks because “our 
coaches told us we do not 
have to block shots and 
don’t have to take up for 
where Nerlens was at, just 
set charges and do the ex¬ 
tra stuff.” The 7-footer was 
eager to overachieve. 

Cauley-Stein made 1 of 
2 free throws for a 74-67 
lead that offset Sheldon 
Jeter’s 3 for Vanderbilt 
(10-15, 4-9) with 3 sec¬ 
onds remaining. Cauley- 
Stein finished 8 of 10 from 
the field and grabbed sev¬ 
en rebounds to provide 
Kentucky a sorely needed 
victory after the Wildcats 
were shellacked 88-58 
Saturday at Tennessee 
in their first game since 
Noel sustained a season¬ 
ending left knee injury at 
Florida Feb. 12. 

Noel’s first public ap¬ 
pearance since tearing his 
anterior cruciate ligament 
boosted the morale of 
the Wildcats, who had to

withstand another Com¬ 
modores rally. 

Trailing 51-41 with 14:46 
remaining, Vanderbilt’s 
18-10 run over the next 
10-plus minutes got the 
Commodores within 61- 
59. Julius Mays answered 
with a 3-pointer to give 
Kentucky a five-point lead 
before Cauley-Stein added 
a basket leading up to his 
defensive heroics. 


Archie Goodwin added 
16 points and Ryan Harrow 
12 for the Wildcats, whose 
controlled play throughout 
was a big improvement 
from Saturday. 

Their big man supply¬ 
ing the biggest lift pleased 
Kentucky coach John Cali- 
pari, but didn’t shock him. 

“Willie has been out 
there enough to have dem¬ 
onstrated performance,” 
Calipari said. “He dem¬ 
onstrated what he can 
do, which is going to help 
his confidence, there’s no 
question.” 

Johnson had 17 points 
and Rod Odum 16 for 
Vanderbilt. Fuller added 14 
and Henderson 13 for the 
Commodores, who made 
10 of22 (45.5 percent) from 
beyond the arc. 

That still wasn’t enough 
to overcome the Wildcats, 
who shot 29 of 56 overall 
and outscored Vanderbilt 
38-24 in the paint. 

Kentucky faced huge 
pressure to win for many 
reasons, mostly to atone 
for its embarrassing 88- 
58 loss to Tennessee, its 
first game without Noel. 


The general ugliness of 
that outing resulted in 
Calipari questioning the 
coachability of a couple of 
unnamed Wildcats before 
backtracking earlier this 
week. 

“I’ve never played a 
worse game than that in 
my life,” Cauley-Stein said. 
“And my teammates have 
never played a worse game 
in their life. It was like, you 
can only go up from here. 
Like, there’s nowhere 
else to go down. You got 
to have the mindset that 
you’re going somewhere.” 

The team did a lot of soul 
searching with a players- 
only meeting and talking 
with coaches, but the break¬ 
through seemed to come 
from a game of dodgeball 
Tuesday night in which the 
Wildcats took shots at their 
coach, who wore a helmet 
for obvious reasons. 

“It was a chance for us to 
take a step back from bas¬ 
ketball, relax and have fun 
as a team,” Goodwin said. 
“That’s what we did, it was 
just something for us to get 
together and it was a bond¬ 
ing moment for us.”

Henderson County had 
three relay teams squeak 
into the state field with at- 
large bids for the 200 med¬ 
ley relay, 200 freestyle re¬ 
lay and 400 freestyle relay. 

“That was THE goal 
this year, and we accom¬ 
plished it,” said senior Ben 
Hamilton. 

It’s the second straight 
trip to the state meet for 
most of the seven Colonel 
swimmers who will make 
the trip to Louisville for 
the meet which begins 
today at the Ralph Wright 
Natatorium. 

Most of this group has 
been together since they 
were in middle school — 
or even younger. 

“We have a good time. 
All of us are really close. 
We’re like brothers,” said 
senior Cade Wilke, who 
has been on the team since 
he was in fifth grade. 

“We’ve known each 
other forever,” said senior 
Josh Whitby, who is in his 
seventh year on the team. 

Swimming is a second¬ 
ary sport for some of the 
group. “We just want to get 
our best times of the year,” 
Wilke said. “None of us are 
primarily swimmers.” 

Wilke plays football. 
Hamilton is also on the 
golf team, while Whitby 
runs cross country. Ham¬ 
ilton and Whitby also 
qualified for state champi¬ 
onships in their respective 
sports in the fall. 

Henderson County 
qualified 29th in the 400 
freestyle relay, took the 
last of the 32 spots in the 
200 freestyle relay and 
settled for one of the two 
alternate spots in the 200 
medley relay. 

“I had expected them 
to place in the top five 
in our region, and they 
had their best time of the 
year,” Henderson County 
coach Beth Satterfield said. 
“Our region was fast. They 
dropped time from last 
year but everybody else 
was so much faster.” 

“I was hoping we would 
(qualify for state),” said 
senior Caleb Jones, who is 
in his sixth season on the 
team. “We had been cutting 
off a lot of time in all of our 
events. I’m hoping we can 
cut off a little bit more time 
in the last weeks of practice, 
and hopefully drop down a 
little bit lower.” 

Senior Cameron Gibson, 
who will swim in the 400 
freestyle relay, appreciates 
the second chance to com¬ 
pete in the state meet. “It’s 
a chance at redemption for 
me. I had a bad experience 
at state last year. I missed 
the wall on a turn,” he said. 

Junior Mason Fritz and 
senior Quentin Hancock 
will also make the trip to 
state as alternates. “I get 
to have all the fun without 
swimming,” said Fritz, 
who is in his third year on 
the team and will be mak¬ 
ing his first trip to state.

■ Stars make 
an early exit 
in Match Play

MARANA, Ariz. - The snow 
is gone from the Match 
Play Championship, and 
so are Rory Mcllroy and 
Tiger Woods. 

In a stunning conclusion 
to what already is a bizarre 
week on Dove Mountain, 
Shane Lowry of Ireland 
made a 4-foot par putt on 
the 18th hole to eliminate 
Rory Mcllroy in the open¬ 
ing round of golf’s most 
unpredictable tournament. 

It was the third time in 
the last four years the No. 
1 seed went home after one 
round. 

Moments later, Charles 
Howell III finished off a 
fabulous round in cold 
conditions by defeating 
Woods on the 17th hole. 
Howell, who had not faced 
Woods in match play since 
losing to him in the third 
round of the 1996 U.S. 
Amateur, played bogey- 
free on a course that still 
had patches of snow and 
ice after being cleared 
Thursday morning. 

The match was all 
square when Howell hit a 
wedge that stopped inch¬ 
es from the cup on the 
15th hole for a conceded 
birdie. Then, he holed a 
25-foot birdie putt on the 
16th and went 2 up when 
Woods badly missed a 12- 
foot birdie putt. 

“I had nothing to lose,” 
said Howell, who started 
the year outside the top 
100 in the world and hasn’t 
qualified for this World

Donald then birdied 
the 18th from 7 feet to win 
the match. 

Louis Oosthuizen, the 
No. 4 seed, rallied to get 
past Richie Ramsay of 
Scotland. 

The opening round 
was halted Wednesday 
after 3 l A hours because 
of a freak snowstorm that 
covered Dove Mountain 
with nearly 2 inches. It 
continued to snow at 
times overnight, and it 
took nearly five hours to 
clear snow from the golf 
course for the tourna¬ 
ment to resume.

Offensive line group 
may make big splash

INDIANAPOLIS - This year’s 
NFL rookie offensive line¬ 
men are chock full of sto¬ 
ries and characters. 

Luke Joeckel and Bar¬ 
rett Jones have the neatly 
trimmed hair, the clean- 
cut faces, the All-Amer¬ 
ican pedigrees and have 
paved the way for Heis¬ 
man Trophy winners. 

Eric Fisher wants to show 
everyone that Central Mich¬ 
igan has prepared him just 
as well for the NFL as any of 
the perennial powerhouse 
programs. 

D.J. Fluker makes people 
laugh off the field and gri¬ 
mace on it, and Kyle Long 
will spend this weekend try¬ 
ing to convince NFL scouts 
he can add another chapter 
to the family’s NFL legacy. 

Yes, this draft class has a 
little bit of everything—ex¬ 
cept a consensus No. 1 pick. 

“The way I’m looking at 
it, I want to get there. I am 
definitely striving to be the 
No. 1 pick, going through 
this entire process and play¬ 
ing this season and all that 
kind of stuff,” Joeckel said. 
“But my dream is to just play 
in the NFL. I know, being 
the No. 1 pick, after that, it 
doesn’t really matter. You’ve 
got to go prove yourself in 
the NFL.” 


Most analysts believe 
the offensive and defensive 
linemen will make up the 
vast majority of this year’s 
first-round picks, but who 
goes where will likely de¬ 
pend on what teams need 
or want. 

And there are plenty of 
questions to answer be¬ 
fore draft weekend rolls 
around. 

Joeckel is the straight- 
laced guy who pretty much 
sticks to the script on and 
off the field. He measured 
in at 6-foot-6,306 pounds, 
a little lighter than he had 
hoped and perhaps a little 
lighter than the scouts 
would have liked, though 
he remains the tentative 
favorite to go No. 1 overall.

twice on the first team, 
once on the third. 

Yet his biggest hurdle is 
staying healthy. Jones can’t 
work out in Indy because 
he’s only six weeks into a 
four-month recovery from 
surgery to repair a Lis- 
franc injury in his left foot.

Harvick, Kyle Busch win Daytona duels 


■ Perfect so far at Speedweeks,

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. - Per¬ 
fect so far at Speedweeks, 
Kevin Harvick has posi¬ 
tioned himself as the fa¬ 
vorite to win the Daytona 
500. 

It’s the last label he 
wanted. 

“We like to be the lame- 
duck underdog. That’s 
what we’re shooting for,” 
Harvick said. 

Harvick won the first 
Daytona 500 qualifying 
race on Thursday to make 
it 2 for 2 at Daytona Inter¬ 
national Speedway, where 
he also won an exhibition 
race last weekend. It posi¬ 
tions Harvick, the 2007 
Daytona 500 winner, as a 
top contender in Sunday’s 
season-opening “Great 
American Race.” 

It comes at a time when 
Harvick has found a bal¬ 
ance in his life with the 
addition of son, Keelan, 
who was born last July, and 
as he heads into his final 
season with Richard Chil¬ 
dress Racing. Harvick has 
already decided to move 
to Stewart-Haas Racing 
in 2014. 

“We’ve been fortunate 
to win the first two races 
of Speedweeks. We’ve just 
got to keep a level head on 
our shoulders, not get too 
high over what we’ve done, 
just do the same things that 
we’ve done,” he said. “If it’s 


meant to be, it’s meant to be. 
I think we definitely have 
the car and team to be in 
contention to do that.” 

Kyle Busch won the sec¬ 
ond duel to give Toyota 
its first victory of Speed- 
weeks and snap Chevro¬ 
let’s dominance. Harvick 
took the new Chevrolet 
SS to Victory Lane twice, 
and Danica Patrick put it 
on the Daytona 500 pole in 
time trials. 

Busch held off Kasey 
Kahne, in a Chevrolet, 
and learned the driver out 
front is in the strongest 
position. 

“It’s hard to pass the 
leader,” said Busch. “Stay 
out front. When you get 
out front, you can hold ev¬ 
eryone off.” 

Kahne, who settled for 
second, said timing will be 
critical. 

“I don’t think waiting 
‘til the last lap is the ticket 
anymore,” Kahne said. 

Although he’s seen Har¬ 
vick dominate for two races 
now, Kahne believes drivers 
are still figuring out NAS- 
CAR’s new Gen-6 car, the 
right strategy for Sunday 
— and watching Harvick. 

“I think Kevin looks re¬ 
ally good. I always think 
Kevin is one of the guys 
to beat when we come to 
Daytona,” Kahne said. 
“He’s got this place fig¬ 
ured out. I think he can be 
beat, yeah. There’s a few of 
us in the second race who 


had really good cars, and I 
could move around really 
well, similar to what Har¬ 
vick did in the first race.” 

In the first race, Harvick 
held off Greg Biffle over a 
four-lap sprint to win his 
150-mile duel, with the 
second race held later 
Thursday afternoon. Har¬ 
vick and Biffle also went 
1-2 in last Saturday night’s 
exhibition race. 

The starting field for the 
Daytona 500 is set by the 
results from the pair of 60- 
lap qualifiers, but Patrick 
held onto the pole by run¬ 
ning a safe race in the first 
qualifier. The first woman 
to win a pole at NASC AR’s 
top level, Patrick earned 
the top starting spot in 


time trials last weekend. 

She started first in the 
first qualifier, raced a bit 
early, then faded back to 
run a conservative race 
and ensure she’ll start first 
in the 500. 

“I hate coming to the 
end like that and just 
lagging back,” she said. 
“That’s not fun. But it’s 
also really ignorant to 
go drive up into the pack 
and be part of an accident 
for absolutely no reason. 
You’re really not going to 
learn much there.” 

Patrick wound up 17th 
out of 23 cars. 

“What I really feel like I 
need to do is go down to the 
Harvick bus and see what 
he’s doing,” she said. “He’s 


got it going on down here.” 

The first race was dull 
until Denny Hamlin 
brought out the only cau¬ 
tion with seven laps re¬ 
maining. Hamlin lost con¬ 
trol of his car, spun into 
Carl Edwards and trig¬ 
gered a four-car accident 
that also collected Regan 
Smith and Trevor Bayne, 
who had a dominant car 
early in the qualifier. 

“I know what the wrecks 
look like now, I am really 
familiar with them,” said 
Edwards, who was wrecked 
at testing in January and in 
practice for the exhibition 
race last week. He was also 
black-flagged in the exhibi¬ 
tion race when his window 
net fell off. 


Hamlin said the ac¬ 
cident was a product of 
drivers trying to learn the 
nuances of NASC AR’s new 
Gen-6 car. 

“It just shows you that 
any kind of bad aero posi¬ 
tion you put yourself in, 
your car can be vulner¬ 
able,” said Hamlin, who 
was running in the high 
line when he inched into 
Edwards’ space down low. 

Juan Pablo Montoya, 
who infamously crashed 
into a jet dryer during 
last year’s Daytona 500 
to trigger a massive fuel 
fire, stopped for minor 
repairs during the cau¬ 
tion. Montoya restarted 
the race in 13th with four 
laps remaining, but rock¬ 
eted through the field to 
finish third. 

“It was time to go,” he 
said. “It’s hard, you don’t 
want to tear up the car, and 
at the same time you want to 
go. The bumpers are a little 
fragile. You have to be care¬ 
ful with that. You want to 
have a good car at the end.” 

The bulk of the race 
seemed to be one long 
parade of the Gen-6 race 
car. Unsure of how the 
cars handle in packs, and 
when the drivers choose 
to side-draft, most of the 
field in the first race played 
it conservatively. 

“The choice was obvi¬ 
ously made by a bunch of 
us to run around in circles 
and just make laps,” said 
two-time Daytona 500 
champion Michael Wal- 
trip, who needed a clean 
race to guarantee a spot in 
Sunday’s field. 


Patrick hangs on to Daytona 500 pole after her safe run

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. - Her 

car led the field to green, 
then Danica Patrick never 
gave herself a chance to 
race for the win at Day¬ 
tona. 

She’s saving that all-out 
push for the Daytona 500. 

Patrick had an easy 
choice in her first race 
since winning the pole 
for “The Great American 
Race.” She played it safe 
and stayed back Thursday, 
keeping her pole position 
for the Daytona 500. 

All Patrick needed to do 
was keep her car intact to 


preserve the top spot for 
Sunday’s Daytona 500. She 
started on the pole for the 
first 150-mile Budweiser 
Duel before she faded into 
the field and finished 17th 
out of 23 cars. 

“I suppose there’s a 
sense of relief” she kept 
the pole, Patrick said. “But 
at the same point in time, 
I’m a race car driver, and 
it’s not fun to have to pro¬ 
tect and be careful and be 
cautious and drop back at 
times.” 

Patrick was nowhere 
near the four-lap sprint to 
the finish that saw Kevin 
Harvick hold off Greg Bif¬ 
fle for the win. 


Patrick became the first 
woman in history to win a 
pole in NASCAR’s Sprint 
Cup series. Team owner 
Gene Haas even suggested 
— perhaps, jokingly — that 
Patrick start and park after 
two laps and save the car. 

Not a chance. 

“We really just wanted 
to run probably 10 or 15 
laps and be in the pack, 
be in front,” crew chief 
Tony Gibson said. “Once 
we got into a stalemate, we 
fell back, the inside line 
wasn’t moving and it was 
just time to get out.” 

No driver has won the 
Daytona 500 from the pole 
since Dale Jarrett in 2000. 


She can’t rest easy yet, 
not with Cup practices Fri¬ 
day and Saturday, where 
any wreck could send her 
to the back of the field. But 
she passed the first major 
of Speedweeks since she 
thrust herself and NAS¬ 
CAR into the national 
spotlight with a history¬ 
making run at the pole. 

“My nerves will be 
calmed down a little bit 
Saturday afternoon when 
practice is over and our car’s 
in one piece,” Gibson said. 

Her debrief was, well, 
brief. Her No. 10 Chevro¬ 
let had a tachometer issue 
and she enjoyed taking the 
outside lane. 


Other than those tidbits, 
Patrick had little analysis 
for her mundane perfor¬ 
mance. 

“I hate coming to the 
end like that and just 
lagging back,” she said. 
“That’s not fun, but it’s 
also really ignorant to 
go drive up into the pack 
and be part of an accident 
for absolutely no reason. 
You’re really not going to 
learn much there.” 

Patrick knows all about 
how miserable it can be 
driving in the back of 
the field, with no serious 
chance for the checkered 
flag. Her average start was 
36th and her average finish 


was 28th in her 10 Cup 
races last season. She got 
caught in a crash on just 
the second lap of her Day¬ 
tona 500 debut last season 
and finished 38th. 

Patrick has struggled in 
three NASCAR seasons 
and has never finished bet¬ 
ter than 17th. She made the 
fulltime jump to the top se¬ 
ries this season. 

Her change to show 
what she could do up rac¬ 
ing up front from the star 
never got going. 

“It’s not fun racing like 
that, I know it’s not a lot of 
fun for her,” Gibson said. 
“Our car’s in one piece for 
now.”

■ Teams look 
to keep their 
best players 
on the field

Derek Jeter crumpled 
to the dirt, his season sud¬ 
denly over and his future 
uncertain. 

New York’s pennant 
hopes faded quickly after 
the star shortstop broke 
his ankle last October, 
and the offseason wasn’t 
much easier for the Yan¬ 
kees, with Jeter and his 
team forced into a tense 
recovery process that still 
isn’t over. 

“Our big thing is not to 
have any setbacks now,” 
manager Joe Girardi said 
recently. “Let’s not push 
this too fast. Let’s get to 
where he’s supposed to be 
when he’s supposed to be 
there, and not hurry. But, 
it’s really nice to see him 
on the field.” 

For Jeter and the Yan¬ 
kees, the April 1 season 
opener against Boston is 
looking more like a dead¬ 
line than a day of anticipa¬ 
tion. Jeter insists he’ll be in 
the lineup that afternoon, 
but teammate Alex Rodri¬ 
guez has no chance. Then 
there’s closer Mariano 
Rivera, who is recovering 
from a major injury of his 
own after hurting his knee 
last May. 

And the Yankees are 
just one club with the in¬ 
jury bug. All around base¬ 
ball, division races may be 


decided not by offseason 
moves or midsummer sur¬ 
prises — but by how well 
teams can keep their top 
players on the field. 

“I think you get to the 
point where you can’t 
count on what happens 
with an injury, that a lot 
of times, it goes on a lot 
longer than you think,” 
said Milwaukee manager 
Ron Roenicke, whose first 
baseman, Corey Hart, 
is coming off right knee 
surgery. “I think you just 
kind of move on. You ex¬ 
pect things not to go as you 
would like them to.” 

Trying to handicap the 
NL West race between the 
World Series champion 
Giants and the new-look 
Dodgers? A lot depends 
on how healthy Carl Craw¬ 
ford is, and whether he 
can rediscover the form 
that made him one of the 
game’s top left fielders. 

Think Detroit is a lock 
to win the AL Central? 
What if Victor Martinez 
can’t rebound from his 
knee injury, and the Ti¬ 
gers go the whole season 


without a productive des¬ 
ignated hitter? 

What about all the 
changes in Toronto? The 
Blue Jays could be much 
improved — assuming 
Jose Bautista is fully recov¬ 
ered from wrist surgery. 

“All the exercises and 
rehab and stuff like that 
have come and gone, and 
I’ve been working my butt 
off to make sure I was 
ready to go when the sea¬ 
son started,” Bautista said. 
“Worked out pretty hard at 
the gym, too, and now it’s 
time to get on the field.” 

Any discussion of injury 
worries should begin with 
the Yankees, who lost Jeter 
to a broken left ankle in the 
AL championship series 
opener against Detroit. 
The Yankees went on to 
lose to the Tigers in four 
straight games, and Jeter 
endured what he described 
as a “terrible” offseason. 

He’s been able to take 
part in spring training 
workouts, but his first ex¬ 
hibition game is probably 
a couple weeks away. 

“I’ve already said to 


myself, T’m good.’ But 
there’s steps along the 
way,” Jeter said. “Run the 
bases, go first to third, sim¬ 
ulate stealing bases. Those 
are all things that you do 
anyway. I have to progress 
through that.” 

The Yankees won 95 
games last year despite 
losing Rivera to a torn an¬ 
terior cruciate ligament in 
his right knee. He’s expect¬ 
ed to be ready by opening 
day. Ace left-hander CC 
Sabathia also is on the 
mend. Sabathia is coming 
off arthroscopic surgery in 
October to remove a bone 
spur from his left elbow. 

Meanwhile, Rodri¬ 
guez isn’t even at spring 
training. His rehabilita¬ 
tion from hip surgery is 
taking place primarily in 
New York, and the third 
baseman is expected to be 
sidelined until at least the 
All-Star break. 

The Yankees hope to 
be as close to full strength 
as possible in a wide open 
American League. Detroit 
won the pennant last year, 
even though Martinez 
missed the whole season 
because of a left knee injury. 

The Tigers are glad to 
have the upbeat Martinez 
back in the clubhouse, and 
true to form, he found a 
bright side to his lost season. 

“This year was weird, 
but at the end I’m going 
to tell you: It was the best 
year of my life,” Martinez 
said. “I got the time that I 
never had before to spend 
with my family, my kids. I 
was able to go to bed and 
wake up with them every 
single day. I don’t think 
anything’s going to beat 
that.”

more importantly, they 
can break off and travel 
up into the lungs, called a 
pulmonary embolus. Pul¬ 
monary emboli can be life- 
threatening, since large 
ones reduce blood supply 
to the lungs and can even 
prevent blood from com¬ 
ing out of the heart at all. 

Most authorities rec¬ 
ommend lifelong warfa¬ 
rin (Coumadin) only after 
a second episode of DVT 
in a case like yours, where 
there is no clear reason for 
having had one. However, 
clinical judgment may 
sometimes cause a physi¬ 
cian to advise lifelong war¬ 
farin after a single event, 
especially one that’s life- 
threatening — say, a large

pulmonary embolus. Tak¬ 
ing warfarin long term 
definitely would decrease 
the risk of a serious blood 
clot, either in the legs or 
the lungs, but it also would 
increase the risk of abnor¬ 
mal bleeding, something 
that can be serious. 

In my opinion, because 
the initial blood clot was 
not life-threatening, I 
would probably agree with 
your second doctor to not 
continue the warfarin for 
the long term. However, 
your doctors should look 
carefully for some other 
reason why you had the 
blood clot in the first place. 
Please let me know what 
they find, and what you 
decide. 


Dear Dr. Roach: Has 

modern medicine come 
up with any remedy for 
the loss of equilibrium and 
balance that we elders en¬ 
counter? Surgery, perhaps? 

- L.M.F. 

Dear L.M.F.: Definitely 
not surgery. Balance is a 
complex system involv¬ 
ing eyes, a sense of where 
your limbs are (proprio¬ 
ception) and where grav¬ 
ity is, through the organ 
of balance in the inner ear. 
Finding out which system 
might be making you off- 
balance can be tricky. For¬ 
tunately, balance exercises 
— ideally supervised by an 
occupational or physical 
therapist — almost always 
help.

Wal-Mart outlook wary even as profit rises

NEW YORK - As Ameri¬ 
cans’ financial fortunes 
go, so goes Wal-Mart. 

The world’s largest 
retailer on Thursday re¬ 
ported that a lower tax 
rate boosted its net income 
by 8.6 percent during the 
fourth quarter, but the 
company offered a tem¬ 
pered forecast going for¬ 
ward as its lower-income 
shoppers struggle with 
rising gas prices, delayed 
income tax refunds and 
higher payroll taxes. 

Since Wal-Mart ac¬ 
counts for nearly 10 per¬ 
cent of nonautomotive 
retail spending in the 


U.S., the company’s re¬ 
sults and outlook offer a 
glimpse into how Ameri¬ 
cans are being affected 
by economic challenges. 
Low- and lower-middle- 
income Americans contin¬ 
ue to struggle even as the 
housing and stock markets 
have improved. And while 
Wal-Mart’s results for the 
fourth quarter were prom¬ 
ising, the retailer’s forecast 
for the current quarter 
shows that consumers still 
are being pinched. 

“We know there are 
challenges ahead,” said 
Charles Holley, Wal- 
Mart’s chief financial of¬ 
ficer, said in statement. 

Wal-Mart, based in Ben- 
tonville, Ark., said that it 


had a strong start to the 
winter holiday shopping 
season, which typically 
runs from November 
through December, but 
the first three weeks of 
December were weak and 
business has been volatile 
ever since. 

Wal-Mart said in Thurs¬ 
day’s report that Febru¬ 
ary started “slower than 
planned” but noted that it 
was largely due to the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service’s 
decision to delay accepting 
tax returns by eight days 
until Jan. 30 because of 
late Congressional action 
to tackle the budget crisis 
last year. 

That resulted in Wal- 
Mart customers cashing 


about $1.7 billion in in¬ 
come tax refunds year to 
date, compared with $4 
billion for the same time 
period a year ago, Wal- 
Mart said. Shoppers last 
year had used refund mon¬ 
ey to buy TVs ahead of the 
Super Bowl, the company 
said, but this year, the re¬ 
tailer said it’s not sure how 
customers will use the re¬ 
funds. 

Going forward, Wal- 
Mart said it’s unclear how 
the payroll tax, imple¬ 
mented last month when 
the U.S. government al¬ 
lowed a temporary 2 per¬ 
centage point cut in Social 
Security taxes to expire 
last month, will affect 
spending. Indeed, nearly 


all working Americans are 
taking home less pay and 
JP Morgan estimates that 
payroll tax increase will 
equate to $70 per month 
less in take home pay for 
Wal-Mart shoppers, as¬ 
suming an average annual 
income of $42,500. 

Bill Simon, president of 
the Wal-Mart’s U.S. name¬ 
sake division, said that 
the retailer’s shoppers are 
“talking about” the payroll 
tax. As a result, the com¬ 
pany is doing things like 
offering smaller packag¬ 
ing and less expensive 
products. 

In addition to its cus¬ 
tomers’ economic con¬ 
cerns, Wal-Mart said it 
still is grappling with 


allegations that surfaced 
last April that it failed to 
notify law enforcement 
that company officials au¬ 
thorized millions of dol¬ 
lars in bribes in Mexico to 
gain favors. The Foreign 
Corrupt Practices Act 
forbids American compa¬ 
nies from bribing foreign 
officials. 

The company has 
launched an internal in¬ 
vestigation and is working 
with government officials 
in the U.S. and Mexico. In 
November, Wal-Mart said 
in a filing with the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Com¬ 
mission that it was looking 
into potential U.S. bribery 
law violations in Brazil, 
China and India.

Gold prices held steady Thursday, 
after plunging Wednesday on signs the 
Federal Reserve could back away from its 
bond-buying stimulus program. 

Gold for April delivery was virtu¬ 
ally flat, rising 60 cents to $1,578.60 per 
ounce. May silver rose slightly, up 8 cents 
to $28,761 per ounce. 

Gold dropped Wednesday after the 


Fed hinted that some of its members are 
doubtful about continuing the central 
bank’s bond purchases. If the Fed were 
to end its bond-buying program, that 
would make gold less attractive to many 
investors. 

The Fed’s bond purchases are meant 
to spur the economy, but they can also 
cause inflation. That pushes some inves¬ 
tors into gold, because they view the pre¬ 
cious metal as a hedge against inflation. 

Adrian Day, of Adrian Day Asset Man¬ 
agement in Annapolis, Md., said some of 
his clients have been asking if they should 
sell gold. The metal’s price has been de¬ 
clining since early October, and news that 
some prominent hedge funds are cutting 
their gold holdings has also spooked some 
investors. 

Day said it’s too early. The U.S. econ¬ 
omy is hardly improving at a rate strong 
enough to convince the Fed to abandon 
its bond buying, he said. Hedge funds, he 
added, just “tend to jump on trends.” Day 
has told clients that gold would be a sound 


investment for the long term. 

“This is a painful period for holders of 
gold stocks,” he wrote, “but we have been 
here before and come through it.” 

Prices for industrial metals and oil, 
which tend to mirror how traders feel 
about economic growth, were down. May 
copper fell 1.5 percent, down 5.55 cents to 
$3.5695 per pound. April platinum lost 1.6 
percent, down $27.10 to $1,620 per ounce. 
March palladium fell $2.80 to $733.60 per 
ounce. 

U.S. benchmark crude oil fell $2.38, or 
2.5 percent, to $92.84 per barrel in New 
York, the second drop of 2 percent in 
two days. Prices were pushed down by a 
government report that showed the U.S. 
had more crude supplies than analysts 
expected. 

Brent crude, used to price crude that 
many U.S. refineries use to make gasoline, 
fell $2.07 to $113.53 per barrel. Natural 
gas fell 3 cents to $3.25 per thousand cu¬ 
bic feet. Heating oil fell 6 cents to $3.10 
per gallon. Wholesale gasoline for April 


dropped by 2 cents to $3.24 per gallon. 

In agriculture contracts, wheat fell 
more than 2 percent, down 17.25 cents to 
$7.2125 per bushel. Corn fell more than 1 
percent, down 9.75 cents to $6.9075 per 
bushel. Soybeans were slightly higher, up 
5 cents to $14.8775.

Wheat for March delivery slid 17V4 
cents to $7.21V4 a bushel; March corn 
dropped 9% cents to $6.90 3 /4 a bushel;

Rate on 30-year mortgage rises to 3.56 percent

WASHINGTON - The average U.S. 
rate on the 30-year fixed mortgage 
rose this week but remained near 
historic lows. Low mortgage rates 
have helped support the slowly re¬ 
covering housing market. 

Mortgage buyer Freddie Mac said 
Thursday that the average rate on 
the 30-year loan increased to 3.56 
percent from 3.53 percent last week. 
That’s still near the 3.31 percent 
reached in November, the lowest 
on record dating to 1971. 

The average rate on the 15-year 
fixed mortgage stayed at 2.77 percent 
for a third straight week. The record 
low is 2.63 percent. 

The cheap mortgages that are 
encouraging more people to buy or 
refinance could also help sustain 


the economy’s recovery this year. 
Increased sales are helping lift home 
prices, which tend to make consum¬ 
ers feel wealthier and more likely to 
spend. And when homeowners re¬ 
finance, it typically leads to lower 
loan payments and more spending. 

Sales of previously occupied 
homes in the U.S. rose in January 
to the second-highest level in three 
years, the National Association of 
Realtors reported Thursday. 

Analysts say the pace of purchases 
would be higher still if more homes 
were available. The supply of homes 
for sale dropped to nearly an eight- 
year low in January. The limited 
supply has boosted demand for con¬ 
struction, which has made builders 
more confident. 

Still, the housing market has a long 
way to go to a full recovery. And many 
people are unable to take advantage 


of the low rates, either because they 
can’t qualify for stricter lending rules 
or they lack the money for larger 
down payment requirements. 

To calculate average mortgage 
rates, Freddie Mac surveys lend¬ 
ers across the country on Monday 
through Wednesday each week. The 
average doesn’t include extra fees, 
known as points, which most bor¬ 
rowers must pay to get the lowest 
rates. One point equals 1 percent of 
the loan amount. 

The average fee for 30-year loans 
was unchanged at 0.8 point. The fee 
for 15-year loans also remained at 
0.8 point. 

The average rate on a one-year 
adjustable-rate mortgage increased 
to 2.65 percent from 2.61 percent 
last week. The fee for one-year ad¬ 
justable-rate loans rose to 0.4 point 
from 0.3.

Ford to produce 
more small engines 

Ford is preparing for 
a day in the near future 
when a small four-cylinder 
engine will be the motor 
of choice in most of its 
vehicles, perhaps even in 
pickup trucks. 

Demand for the compa¬ 
ny’s 2-Liter turbocharged 
engine is growing so fast in 
North America that Ford 
announced plans Thurs¬ 
day to start building the 
engine late next year at 
a factory in Brook Park, 
Ohio, near Cleveland. 
Currently it’s importing 
the motors from a factory 
in Valencia, Spain. 

The Brook Park plant 
now employs about 1,300 
people who make V-6 en¬ 
gines for the F-Series pick¬ 
up truck, the most popular 
vehicle in America. 

Ford plans a $200 mil¬ 
lion investment in the 
plant and promises 450 
more jobs, the halfway 
point in a Ford hiring spurt 
that will total 12,000 U.S. 
hourly jobs by 2015.

Mortgage debt 
slashed by billions 

Five of the biggest U.S. 
banks have cut struggling 
homeowners’ mortgage 
balances by $19 billion, 
part of a total $45.8 billion 
in relief provided under a 
landmark settlement over 
foreclosure abuses. 

More than 550,000 bor¬ 
rowers received some 
form of mortgage relief be¬ 
tween March 1 and Dec. 31, 
2012, according to a report 
issued Thursday by Joseph 
Smith, the monitor of the 
settlement. 

That translates to about 
$82,668 per homeowner, 
according to the report, 
which is based on the 
banks’ own accounts of 
their progress.

Consumer prices 
flat in January 

U.S. consumer prices 
were flat in January from 
December for the second 
month in a row, the latest 
sign inflation is in check. 
That could give the Feder¬ 
al Reserve leeway to con¬ 
tinue its efforts to stimu¬ 
late growth. 

The consumer price in¬ 
dex has risen 1.6 percent 
in the 12 months ending 
in January, the Labor De¬ 
partment said Thursday. 
That’s down from a 2.9 
percent pace a year ago. 

Excluding the volatile 
food and energy catego¬ 
ries, core prices rose 0.3 
percent in January. 

Core prices have risen 
1.9 percent in the past year, 
below the Fed’s inflation 
target. That’s also down 
from the 2.3 percent pace 
in the same month a year 
ago.

U.S. wine exports 
set record in 2012 

New figures show U.S. 
wine exports grew for the 


third consecutive year in 
2012, setting a record of 
$1.43 billion in revenue. 

The San Francisco- 
based Wine Institute re¬ 
leased the figures Thurs¬ 
day and says 90 percent of 
those exports were from 
California. 

The European Union re¬ 
mained the top market for 
California wines, account¬ 
ing for about 34 percent of 
all sales. But the state’s 
wineries also saw signifi¬ 
cant growth in Canada and 
Asia. 

Sales in China reached 
$74 million in 2012, up 18 
percent from the previous 
year. South Korea, at $16 
million, was up 26 percent. 

In Canada, the second 
largest market for Cali¬ 
fornia wines, sales reached 
$434 million, up 14 per¬ 
cent.

Girls’Legos fuels 
surge in sales 

Lego’s sales soared 25 
percent last year thanks 
in part to its new series of 
building blocks designed 
for girls. 

The privately owned 
company said Thursday 
that on revenue of 23.4 bil¬ 
lion kroner ($4.2 billion) 
its net profits grew 38 per¬ 
cent, to 5.6 billion kroner 
($1 billion). 

The company, based in 
western Denmark, said the 
Lego Star Wars and Lego 
Ninjago series remained 
among the more popular, 
but it was a novel rollout 
for girls, Lego Friends, that 
sold better than expected 
— to the extent that pro¬ 
duction units were unable 
to keep pace with demand. 

In the United States, 
Lego Friends surpassed 
early projections, with its 
sales eventually increasing 
three times more than ex¬ 
pected, Lego said. 

The new line, which 
includes mini-figures in 
pink, a dream house with 
a pool, and a beauty shop, 
was criticized by some 
U.S. consumer groups as 
reinforcing gender stereo¬ 
types.

Jobless claims 
suggest mild hiring 

The number of Ameri¬ 
cans seeking unemploy¬ 
ment benefits jumped 
20,000 last week to a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted 362,000, 
though it remains at a 
level that suggests slow 
but steady improvement 
in the job market. 

The Labor Depart¬ 
ment said Thursday that 
the four-week average, 
a less volatile measure, 
rose 8,000 to 360,750, the 
highest in six weeks. A de¬ 
partment spokesman said 
heavy snowstorms in the 
Northeast didn’t affect the 
total. 

Applications for un¬ 
employment benefits are 
a proxy for layoffs. Even 
with last week’s jump, they 
have trended downward 
recently. 

The four-week average 
has declined 7.5 percent 
since mid-November and 
fell to a five-year low three 
weeks ago.

Science nonfiction: 3D world now a reality 


■ CAVE2 system could help government, medicine, Star Trek fans

CHICAGO - Take a walk 
through a human brain? Fly 
over the surface of Mars? 
Computer scientists at the 
University of Illinois at 
Chicago are pushing sci¬ 
ence fiction closer to reality 
wih a wraparound virtual 
world where a researcher 
wearing 3D glasses can do 
all that and more. 

In the system, known 
as CAVE2, an 8-foot-high 
screen encircles the viewer 
320 degrees. A panorama 
of images springs from 72 
stereoscopic liquid crystal 
display panels, conveying 
a dizzying sense of being 
able to touch what’s not re¬ 
ally there. 

As far back as 1950, sci-fi 
author Ray Bradbury imag¬ 
ined a children’s nursery 
that could make bedtime 
stories disturbingly real. 
“Star Trek” fans might 
remember the holodeck 
as the virtual playground 
where the fictional Enter¬ 
prise crew relaxed in fan¬ 
tasy worlds. 

The Illinois computer 
scientists have more seri¬ 
ous matters in mind when 
they hand visitors 3D 
glasses and a controller 
called a “wand.” Scientists 
in many fields today share 


a common challenge: How 
to truly understand over¬ 
whelming amounts of data. 
Jason Leigh, co-inventor of 
the CAVE2 virtual reality 
system, believes this tech¬ 
nology answers that chal¬ 
lenge. 

“In the next five years, 
we anticipate using the 
CAVE to look at really 
large-scale data to help 
scientists make sense of 
that information. CAVEs 
are essentially fantastic 
lenses for bringing data 
into focus,” Leigh said. 

The CAVE2 virtual 
world could change the 
way doctors are trained 
and improve patient care, 
Leigh said. Pharmaceutical 
researchers could use it to 
model the way new drugs 
bind to proteins in the hu¬ 
man body. Car designers 
could virtually “drive” 
their new vehicle designs. 

Imagine turning mas¬ 
sive amounts of data — 
the forces behind a hurri¬ 
cane, for example — into a 
simulation that a weather 
researcher could enlarge 
and explore from the in¬ 
side. Architects could walk 
through their skyscrapers 
before they are built. Sur¬ 
geons could rehearse a 


procedure using data from 
an individual patient. 

But the size and expense 
of room-based virtual real¬ 
ity systems may prove in¬ 
surmountable barriers to 
widespread use, said Henry 
Fuchs, a computer science 
professor at the University 
of North Carolina at Cha¬ 
pel Hill, who is familiar 
with the CAVE technol¬ 
ogy but wasn’t involved in 


its development. 

While he calls the 
CAVE2 “a national trea¬ 
sure,” Fuchs predicts a 
smaller technology such as 
Google’s Internet-connect¬ 
ed eyeglasses will do more 
to revolutionize medicine 
than the CAVE. Still, he 
says large displays are the 
best way today for people 
to interact and collaborate. 

Believers include the 


people at Marshalltown, 
Iowa-based Mechdyne 
Corp., which has licensed 
the CAVE2 technology 
for three years and plans 
to market it to hospitals, 
the military and in the oil 
and gas industry, said Kurt 
Hoffmeister of Mechdyne. 

In Chicago, researchers 
and graduate students are 
creating virtual scenarios 
for testing in the CAVE2. 


The Mars flyover is created 
from real NASA data. The 
brain tour is based on the 
layout of blood vessels in a 
real patient. Brain surgeon 
Ali Alaraj remembered the 
first time he viewed the 
brain using the CAVE2. 

“You can walk between 
the blood vessels,” said 
the University of Illinois 
College of Medicine neu¬ 
rosurgeon. “You can look 
at the arteries from below. 
You can look at the arteries 
from the side.... That was 
science fiction for me.” 

Would doctors process 
information faster with 
fewer errors using CAVE2? 
That’s the question behind 
a proposed study that would 
compare C AVE2 to conven¬ 
tional methods of detecting 
brain aneurysms and deter¬ 
mining proper treatment, 
said Andreas Linninger, 
UIC professor of bioengi¬ 
neering, chemical engineer¬ 
ing and computer science. 

But it’s not all serious 
business at the lab. 

In his spare time during 
the past two years, research 
assistant Arthur Nishimoto 
has been programming the 
C AVE2 computer with the 
specifications for the fic¬ 
tional Starship Enterprise. 
He now can walk around 
his life-size recreation of 
the TV spacecraft. 


Study: Guppies use ugly friends to look better

LONDON - When it comes to mating, 
guppies treasure their ugly friends 
— because they look so good by com¬ 
parison. 

An article published Wednesday by 
Britain’s Royal Society says that male 
guppies prefer to associate with their 
drab-colored counterparts when fe¬ 
males are around. 

“Males actively choose the social 
context that maximizes their relative 
attractiveness,” the article said. Or, as 
lead author Clelia Gasparini put it, “If 


you are surrounded by ugly friends, 
you look better.” 

Gasparini and her colleagues at 
Italy’s University of Padua built their 
theory on a kind of guppy dating game. 
An aquarium was set up with one fe¬ 
male in partition on either end. Guppy 
bachelorette No. 1 had two attractive, 
brightly-colored males placed on ei¬ 
ther side of her. Guppy bachelorette 
No. 2 was stuck with uglier, drab-col- 
ored fish. When a male guppy was put 
in the middle of the tank, and given the 
choice of which female to sidle up to, 
Bachelorette No. 2 was the more popu¬ 
lar pick, with male guppies spending 


about 62 percent of their time hanging 
around her side of the aquarium. 

What’s more, the researchers found 
that the time guppies spent with bach¬ 
elorette No. 2 correlated with their un¬ 
attractiveness. The uglier the guppy, 
the less likely it was that he would 
hang around the brightly colored fish 
placed next to bachelorette No. 1. 

But a big question remained: Could 
results from the aquarium be applied 
to a night out at the bar? 

“If you want to impress someone, do 
you think you will look more attrac¬ 
tive in comparison with Mr. Bean or 
George Clooney?” Gasparini said.

Huge cleanup looms after Sandy 


Insurance claims stall 
months after storm

MANTOLOKING, N.J.— On the 

surface, things look calm 
and placid. Just beneath 
the waterline, however, 
it’s a different story. 

Cars and sunken boats. 
Patio furniture. Pieces of 
docks. Entire houses. A 
grandfather clock, depos¬ 
ited in a marsh a mile from 
solid land. Hot tubs. Tons 
of sand. All displaced by 
Superstorm Sandy. 

“We did a cleanup three 
weeks ago. Then when we 
went back the other day, 
you could still see junk 
coming up in the wash,” 
said Paul Harris, president 
of the New Jersey Beach 
Buggy Association, which 
helps take care of beaches 
on which the group goes 
surf fishing. “They go and 
clean it again, and two 
days later, you have the 
same thing again. There’s 
nothing you can do about 
it; you can’t vacuum the 
ocean.” 

Coastal areas of New 
Jersey, New York and 
Connecticut are racing 
to remove untold tons of 
debris from waters hard¬ 
est hit by the Oct. 29 storm 
before the summer swim¬ 
ming and boating seasons 
begin — two of the main 
reasons people flock there 
each year and the under¬ 
pinning of the region’s 
multibillion-dollar tourist 
industry. 

The sunken debris pres¬ 
ents an urgent safety issue. 
Swimmers could cut them¬ 
selves on submerged junk, 
step on one of thousands 
of boardwalk nails ripped 
loose, or suffer neck or 


spinal injuries diving into 
solid objects. Boats could 
hit debris, pitching their 
occupants overboard, or 
in severe cases, sinking. 

The cleanup won’t be 
easy, fast or cheap. 

“The amount of debris 
that needs to be removed 
is mind-boggling,” New 
Jersey Gov. Chris Christie 
said, ticking off the statis¬ 
tics in his state: 1,400 ves¬ 
sels sunk, broken loose 
or destroyed during the 
storm. In just one shore 
town alone, Mantoloking, 
58 buildings were washed 
into Barnegat Bay, along 
with eight vehicles, and a 
staggering amount of sand 
carried from the ocean 
beaches into the bay. 

“Everything you can 
imagine is sitting in our 
waterways,” Christie said. 

Barnegat Bay is likely 
to have some no-go zones 
in place for at least part of 
the spring and summer as 
cleanup work progresses. 
“Big Al” Wutkowski, a lo¬ 
cally famous striped-bass 
fisherman who volun¬ 
teers as the Barnegat Bay 
Guardian for the Ameri¬ 
can Littoral Society envi¬ 
ronmental group, is wor¬ 
ried about what still lurks 
beneath the waves. 

“When people start put¬ 
ting their boats back in 
the water in April, I know 
they’re going to start hit¬ 
ting stuff,” he said. “It’s 
impossible not to hit stuff. 
It’s also a lot shallower in 
places now. A lot of the 
lagoons are filled in with 
sand. People can’t get their 
boats in or out.” 

Florida-based contrac¬ 
tor AshBritt Environmen¬ 
tal removed 42 boats from 


New Jersey waterways in 
recent weeks. Others were 
corralled by the State Po¬ 
lice, or by private salvage 
companies acting on be¬ 
half of owners. 

Property owners are 
not being held financially 
responsible for debris that 
washed or blew off their 
property into waterways 
unless they hire a pri¬ 
vate company to retrieve 
a boat they plan to repair 
and keep, according to the 
state Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection. 

The state, which issued 
contracts last week for the 
water cleanup work, plans 
to seek full reimbursement 
from the Federal Emergen¬ 
cy Management Agency 
as part of $60 billion in 
Sandy relief approved by 
Congress. 

Much of the work will 
involve cranes atop barg¬ 
es that pluck the largest 
debris from the bottom. 
Divers could be used for 
smaller pieces. Once that’s 
done, many waterways 
will need to be dredged, 
with the sand placed back 
on beaches. 

The private owners 
of an amusement pier 
that collapsed in Seaside 
Heights, N.J., pitching the 
Jet Star roller coaster into 
the ocean, are working 
with insurers to devise a 
plan to dismantle the ride 
and get it out. 

Seaside Heights also 
plans to send teams of 
divers to scour the ocean 
bottom in popular swim¬ 
ming areas before letting 
people back into the wa¬ 
ter, fearing parts of the 
wooden pier, metal pieces 
from boardwalk rides and 


other debris still linger in 
the ocean. Cars from the 
pier’s amusement rides 
were found on beaches as 
far as 8 miles away in the 
days after the storm. 

The Polar Bear Plunge, 
in which swimmers briefly 
dash into and out of the 
frigid surf to raise money 
for charity, was moved this 
year from Seaside Heights 
to Long Branch, a beach 24 
miles to the north where 
hidden debris wasn’t a 
concern. 

New York and Connect¬ 
icut face similar problems. 

“We have everything 
from floating oil barrels, 
gasoline tanks, house¬ 
hold hazardous waste 
products, buckets, tires, 
bathtubs, you name it,” 
said Adrienne Esposito, 
executive director of the 
Citizens Campaign for the 
Environment on Long Is¬ 
land. 

Among the items found 
by the group since San¬ 
dy are hot tubs, floating 
docks, damaged boats, 
barbecue grills, patio fur¬ 
niture, umbrellas, hun¬ 
dreds of trash cans and the 
grandfather clock. 

Crews in Hempstead, 
N.Y., have removed 379 
tons of debris from wa¬ 
terways since Sandy hit. 
Neighboring Babylon has 
retrieved 50 tons, includ¬ 
ing two tool sheds fully 
intact, with tools still 
inside, and 24 destroyed 
boats. 

Fairfield, Conn., needs 
to remove debris left in 
marshlands by the storm, 
including bicycles, picnic 
tables and backyard furni¬ 
ture, said First Selectman 
Michael Tetreau.

NEW YORK - Up and down 
the Atlantic coast, people 
are telling horror stories 
about how long it has taken 
to get an insurance check 
for flood damage caused by 
Superstorm Sandy. Almost 
40 percent are still waiting 
for the final settlements they 
desperately need to rebuild. 

The delays have prompt¬ 
ed criticism from officials, 
including New Jersey Gov. 
Chris Christie, who has 
blamed the bottlenecks 
partly on “excessive paper¬ 
work” requirements of the 
National Flood Insurance 
Program. But federal data 
suggest that the speediness, 
or sluggishness, of the pro¬ 
cess may be linked to which 
insurance company is han¬ 
dling your claim. 

Three-and-a-half months 
after the Oct. 29 storm, 
some of the private-sector 
companies that service 
flood insurance policies for 
the government program 
have paid out on almost 
all of their claims by now, 
while others have yet to hit 
the halfway mark. 

Selective Insurance Co. 
of America, a New Jersey- 
based carrier hit with 18,599 
flood claims, had been able 
to settle only 39 percent of 
those policies as of Monday, 
according to data collected 


by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency. 

By comparison, Allstate 
Insurance Co. had closed 94 
percent of its 16,309 claims, 
paying out some $718 mil¬ 
lion to storm victims. That’s 
more than the $415 million 
distributed by Selective. 

Such disparities make a 
huge difference to strug¬ 
gling homeowners. 

Allstate sent adjusters 
and a building engineer to 
Danny Gallagher’s home on 
Staten Island. He received 
a check for the full value of 
his $132,000 policy. 

Meanwhile, Anthony 
Cavallo said he waited two 
months before an engineer 
hired by Selective visited 
his flooded home in Union 
Beach, N.J.. He said he is 
still waiting for a copy of 
the engineer’s report, if it 
was ever finished, but last 
week finally received a 
check in the mail, marked 
“full and final payment,” 
for $104,000. He said that 
is less than his policy limit 
and less than half of what 
it will cost to rebuild. 

Selective said in a writ¬ 
ten statement that FEM A’s 
data “does not tell the en¬ 
tire story.” So far, the Na¬ 
tional Flood Insurance 
Program has been hit with 
more than 138,000 claims 
related to Sandy. Compa¬ 
nies participating in the 
program have collectively 
paid out $4.1 billion.
